A team which looked more like 
the Socceroos came off the 
pitch at Rustenburg distraught 
that they had not beaten Ghana 
despite playing two-thirds of the 
match with ten men. 

That tells you volumes about the 
underlying quality of this team, which 
has been much maligned since its 
capitulation against Germany in the 
opening game. 

Now the question is can the older 
members of the team back up in three 
days time to defeat Serbia and hope 
that the real Germany accounts for 
Ghana? 

Assuming full fitness, the straight 
swap of Cahill for Kewell and Beau- 
champ for the suspended Craig Moore 
gives Australia its best chance of 
achieving its part of the group results. 
Serbia has a technical quality to burn, 
but has looked nothing like the side 
which strolled through the qualifiers. 
Having got the required result against 
Croatia in 2006, is it really beyond this 
group of Socceroos to pull out another 
miracle in Nelspruit? 

I, for one, am more confident of that 
than I was of a result against Germany 
and a win over Ghana. 

Tactically, Pim Verbeek made just 
about the best use of his resources af- 
ter Kewell was dismissed, correctly 
but harshly, for preventing a goal- 
bound shot reaching the net. 

Carney had his best game in the 
green and gold, while Wilkshire was 
immense, and the two central defend- 
ers made some superb interventions, 
forcing the Ghanaians to shoot from 
long range or under pressure. 

That was what was missing against 
Germany. 

The midfield kept its shape with Val- 
eri and Culina in particular covering 
huge amounts of ground to stop play- 
ers running at the last line of defence, 
and yet contribute going forward when 
Australia had the ball. 

Bresciano, the tireless Emerton and 
Holman complemented each other 
very well, showing invention and steel 
when necessary.

Behind them Schwarzer picked up ev- 
erything in the air, was decisive in his 
box and stopped the few shots which 
were on target. You could not ask for 
more from the keeper. 

Harry Kewell was hardly on the 
pitch long enough to judge what he 
could contribute. 

He went down a couple of time, with 
assistance, but perhaps a little easily, 


but you were left wondering what he 
might have achieved over 60 minutes, 
both on his own account and in the 
mental stress he would have caused 
the Ghanaian defenders. 

The substitutes, particularly Scott 
Chipperfield with his mobility and 
versatility, played their part in the re- 
sult. 

Kennedy tried hard to get the knock- 


downs and certainly created the pos- 
sibility of his tiring colleagues being 
able to feed off scraps he produced. 

Rukavytsya had only five minutes at 
the end and little chance to shine. 

So it is still possible to dream about 
qualification from this enormously 
tough group and if ever a band of play- 
ers deserved that then those who did 
the country proud on Sunday morning 


are the ones. 

The evenness of the abilities through- 
out the team, and the fierce commit- 
ment to get a result, rather than the 
individual qualities, will turn out to be 
the strengths in the end, I suspect.

Mexico surprises world as France stumble

France requires a miracle just to 
get out of the group stage after its 
shock 2-0 loss to Mexico in Group 
A of the World Cup. 

The French have one point from two 
games after its 0-0 draw with Uruguay 
on the opening night of the tournament, 
putting it third in the group, clear of 
South Africa on goal difference. 

France will need to beat South Africa 
and hope the game between Uruguay 
and Mexico at the same time on June 22 
is not a draw, with a tie between those 
two enough to ensure they will both 
progress. 

But if Mexico can beat Uruguay, the 
combined goal difference turnaround 
with France’s winning margin over South 
Africa and Mexico’s in that game would 
have to be at least five goals, which 
would likely see France go through on 
goals scored. 

If Uruguay beat Mexico, the turnaround 
would only have to be four goals, but 
both scenarios are unlikely and France 
coach Raymond Domenech has admitted 
his side needs a miracle to progress. 

One thing working in France’s favour 
is Mexico will be keen to avoid a draw 
with Uruguay, which would see it finish 
second in the group and almost certainly 
face a nightmare matchup with Argen- 
tina in the round of 16, so a free-flowing 
match may result. 

France will certainly need to improve 
dramatically from its two performances 
so far to have any chance of progress- 
ing, after Mexico took advantage of 90 
minutes of dominance to secure a late 
victory. 


New Manchester United signing Javier 
Hernandez came on as a substitute and 
put Mexico ahead after 64 minutes, be- 
fore veteran Cuauhtemoc Blanco secured 
the win with a goal from the penalty spot 
in the 79th minute. 

It was Mexico’s first win over France at 
senior level, and a vital one which puts it 
in the box seat to progress to the knock- 
out rounds. 

Mexico were fluid on the ball and 

showed great creativity and flair in at- 
tack, led by the runs of Carlos Salcido 
from left-back, but also solid in defence 
against France’s insipid display. 
Domanech will have to answer many 
questions after again leaving Thierry 
Henry on the bench, while Nicolas Anel- 
ka coming off at half-time and Franck 
Ribery looking out of sorts as a lone 
striker after that. 
Eric Abidal gave the penalty away for 
France with a stupid tackle and may be 
under pressure to keep his spot for the 
final game, but central defensive partner 
William Gallas looked unconvincing as 
well. 

The 2006 runners-up face the likeli- 
hood of exiting at the group stage for 
the second time in the last three World 
Cups and in consecutive major tourna- 
ments, after suffering the same fate in 
Euro 2008, suggesting its poor qualify- 
ing campaign wasn’t the anomaly many 
thought it was. 

Any realistic hopes host nation South 
Africa had of a dream run into the round 
of 16 ended with its 3-0 loss to Uruguay, 
which saw the South Americans climb to 
the top of the group. 

Diego Forlan, the hero of Atletico Ma- 
drid’s successful Europa League cam- 
paign, continued his stunning resurgence 


as a top level footballer with Uruguay’s 
opening goal in the 24th minute, before 
securing the three points after converting 
a penalty in the 80th minute. 

Alvaro Pereira gave Uruguay an im- 

portant goal difference boost with a 90th 
minute goal, with his finish meaning his 
side just requires a draw against Mexico 
to finish on top of its group and set up 
a round of 16 meeting with the second 
place side from Group B, likely to be 
South Korea. 
South Africa gave an energetic perfor- 
mance many of the home fans will be 
proud of but were unable to convert 
several long spells of positive play in 
midfield into many good chances, de- 
spite having 58% of the possession for 
the match. 

Luis Suarez combined admirably with 
Forlan for the Uruguayns, with both able 
to take advantage of a poor game from 
Bafana Bafana captain Aaron Mokoena, 
who has been disappointing throughout 
the tournament after being largely re- 
sponsible for Mexico’s goal in the 1-1 
draw in the World Cup’s opening game. 

The most plausible way for the South 
Africans to progress is for Uruguay to 
comfortably beat Mexico and for Bafa- 
na Bafana to pull off a shock win over 
France, but a combined five goal turn- 
around in goal difference with it and 
Mexico would be necessary to progress. 

Mexico’s clash with Uruguay on 
Tuesday is shaping as one of the most 
exciting games of the tournament, with 
both producing quality attacking football 
in their second games, while France will 
be favoured to keep its slim hopes alive 
with a big victory over the hosts.

Maradona’s Argentina gathers steam

Five goals in two games is 
an impressive achievement 
at this year’s World Cup, 
where goals have been at a 
premium, but that’s exactly 
what Argentina have man- 
aged in their opening two 
fixtures. 

Despite only beating Nigeria 
1-0, the Argentines put on a scin- 
‘illating display, and deserved 
fo win by far more than Gabriel 
Heinze’s brilliant diving header. 
The likes of Lionel Messi, Gon- 
zalo Higuain, Carlos Tevez and 
Sergio Aguero have provided 
some much needed attacking flair 
and creativity at this World Cup, 
and will look to see out their final 
eroup fixture against Greece in 
similar fashion. 

With possibly the strongest at- 
tacking force in the tournament, 
Argentina’s defence seems their 
weakest point, and it will be in- 
feresting to see how it holds up in 
the latter stages of the competi- 
‘ion. The goal gifted to the South 
Korean’s by Martin Demichelis 
was without doubt a warning sign 
to Diego Maradonna that while 
his attackers are playing some 
fantastic football, he needs to be 


mindful of his less than impres- 
sive defence. 

Whilst Argentina has played 
arguably the best football in the 
tournament thus far, the Nigeri- 
ans now face an incredibly tough 
battle to get themselves out of 
this group. Two flat performanc- 
es against South Korea and now 
Greece have come as a surprise 
to many, as too many of Nigeria’s 
brightest stars have failed to show 
up. The loss of John Obi Mikel 
has been a significant one, with 
the Nigerians looking incredibly 
weak in the middle of the park 
without the Chelsea man, whilst 
big names such as Yakubu and 
Martins have failed to have any 
impact on their campaign at all. 
No goals in two games and not as 
much as a point is a very poor re- 
turn for a side who were expected 
to be strong contenders for sec- 
ond place in this group. Things 
could yet get worse when they 
take on a South Korean side, who 
were very impressive in their first 
fixture. 

The South Koreans, who de- 
spite losing 4-1 to a much classier 
Argentine side, will be delighted 
that their World Cup fate lies 
largely in their own hands. Com- 
ing up against a demoralized Ni- 


gerian side, a performance in a 
similar vain to the one they put 
in against Greece would surely be 
enough to put this team through 
to the knockout stages. The Ko- 
reans have looked very fluid go- 
ing forward, attacking with speed 
and in numbers, knocking the 
ball around impressively. This 
mentality has left them exposed 
in defence, as the Argentinean’s 
proved, however, another classy 
performance from Park Ji-Sung 
and his fellow attackers could 
well see them through a tough fi- 
nal fixture, and book their place 
in the knockout stages. 

Of course, a win would not 
totally guarantee their progres- 
sion, as a shock win for Greece 
against Argentina would result 
in their own progression. That 
said, any chances of a Greek vic- 
tory against Argentina are surely 
slim. A red card against Nige- 
ria gave Greece the upper hand 
in their vital win, however their 
performance against South Korea 
will surely haunt them coming 
into a contest against a far stron- 
ger team. You can never rule the 
Greeks out, however, it would 
truly be a shock to all should they 
pull off the win against the Ar- 
gentineans.

England need victory to progress

England was booed from the 
field by their own supporters 
and requires a victory over Slo- 
venia in their final group match 
after a dull and uninspiring 0-0 
draw with Algeria. England’s 
highly-paid superstars have un- 
derachieved in Pool C of the 2010 
FIFA World Cup to date drawing 
both their opening matches with 
the USA and now the North Af- 
ricans. 

It’s been a stuttering start to the cam- 
paign for Fabio Capello’s team who 
had been labelled as one of the pre- 
tournament favourites, expected to 
progress from this group with the mini- 
mum of fuss. However, as yet England 
have failed to click into gear putting on 
a pair of performances that had drawn 
the ire of their support and caused 
Manchester United striker Wayne 
Rooney to launch a scathing attack on 
the travelling fans for their reaction to 
the goal less draw with Algeria. 

Rooney was seen to blast the Eng- 
land support into a television camera 
as he was leaving the field commenting 
“nice to see your home fans booing.” 
The feisty hit-man later apologised for 
his heat of the moment comment stat- 
ing, “I said things in the heat of the 
moment out of frustration of our per- 
formance and the result,” he said in a 
Football Association statement. 

“For my part I apologise for any of- 
fence caused by my actions.” 

For his part Rooney was fairly in- 
nocuous in the 0-0 draw at times seem- 


ing to feel his ankle, which he twisted 
during his club’s UEFA Champions 
League Quarter Final first leg defeat 
to Bayern Munich. As ever, Emile 
Heskey huffed and puffed to little ef- 
fect whilst Steven Gerrard and Frank 
Lampard failed to reproduce anything 
remotely resembling their club form as 
England struggled to make an impact. 

Indeed, but for Gerrard’s header that 
was easily held in the Algerian goal, 
there was hardly a meaningful chance 
for England as a failure to shoot when 
in promising positions and a lack of a 
creative spark saw the match largely 
become a non-event. 

The Three Lions need to put the 
match, and incident, behind them as 
they face a make or break clash with 
surprise packets Slovenia for a place in 
the last sixteen. Slovenia had already 
beaten Algeria 1-0 in their opening 
Pool C encounter before taking a 2-0 
advantage in the fixture over the USA 
after goals from Valter Birsa and Zla- 
tan Ljubijankic had put the Eastern Eu- 
ropean nation into the driving seat. 

USA Coach Bob Bradley made a 
double change at the interval and after 
Landon Donovan thrashed into the net 
from close range to reduce the deficit 
it was Bradley’s son, Michael, which 
drew the States level in the 82nd min- 
ute. Indeed, USA was unfortunate not 
to claim all three points when Maurice 
Edu saw his stoppage time goal ruled 
out for an alleged foul in the Slovenia 
penalty area. 

Slovenia have looked lively in at- 
tack in their two matches to date, but 
do look susceptible to a team that at- 


tacks with width and gets crosses into 
the penalty area. Having never won 
a match at the World Cup before, the 
Slovenians know that a point against 
England will see them into an improb- 
able place in the second round. Expect 
them to set their stall out and defend 
as if their lives depend on it against 
Capello’s troops. 

The USA can confirm their qualifica- 
tion if they defeat Algeria and, depend- 
ing on the result of the England versus 
Slovenia game, and the manner of the 
States win, could in fact take top spot 
in the Pool. 

Algeria also has an outside chance 
of progress themselves should they de- 
feat the USA in the final Pool match. 
Whilst not yet scoring a goal, they 
lost the opener 0-1 to Slovenia before 
frustrating England, there is no reason 
that the Desert Foxes should not be 
able to equal their performance against 
England in the match versus the USA. 
Rugged defensively and neat and tidy 
in their approach work the Algerians 
have struggled to create any meaning- 
ful chances so far but it’s only a matter 
of time before they change that statis- 
tic. 

AUSA win seems the more likely but 
in a group that has so far seen little to 
separate the four combatants anything 
is possible. However, what is certain 
is that England needs a win. Anything 
less and it could well be the end of the 
road for the Three Lions.

Serbia blows open group

Serbia overcame the group favourites 
Germany in a thriller full of drama.

Germany were awarded a penalty af- 
ter Nemanja Vidic handballed in the box 
rather eccentrically, a carbon copy of 


Zdravko Kuzmanovic’s handball against 
Ghana. It was Déja vu for Serbia but 
this time Vladimir Stojkovic stopped the 
penalty kick. His excellent save from 
Podolski’s kick was an inspiration for 
Serbia who would go and have control 
of the match and were rather unlucky to 
not kill of the game near the end. 

Nikola Zigic and Milan Jovavnovic 
both hit the woodwork for Serbia while 
Germany’s Sami Khedira found the 
frame of the goal.

Asamoah Gyan scored against Ser- 
bia from the spot and he did the same 
against the Socceroos. Mark Schwarzer 
was beaten and Ghana was back in the 
match. 


The Socceroos battled throughout the 
90 minutes and had chances to score but 
Ghana had more of the ball and created 
more thanks to the player advantage. 
Mark Schwarzer made some excel- 
lent save particularly against the Black 
Stars best player Kevin Prince Boateng 
who saw his shot saved superbly by 
Schwarzer. 

Scott Chipperfield almost made an im- 
mediate impact when he was brought on 
with 10 minutes reamaining, his cross 
was met by Luke Wilkshire who failed 
to make it count. This was Australia’s 
best chance in the second half. The Soc- 
ceroos failed to get Scott Kennedy into 
the game and only had one corner. 

Craig Moore showed some of his de- 
fensive abilities which he is known for 
and youngster Valeri played well. 

The early sending off was a big blow 
for Australia who never seemed to get 
into the game after Kewell’s departure. 

Australia’s remaining game is against 
Serbia and the Socceroos must win the 
match at all costs and hope results go 
their way while Ghana is now on top of 
the group with four points.

Dutch march on, Cameroon out

Netherlands 2 Denmark 0 

As expected, the Netherlands ran out 
winners in the first game in Group E, in 
Johannesburg. It wasn’t easy against a re- 
silient, combative Danish team who can 
consider themselves hard done by to lose 
the game. Though they didn’t do enough 
to win, the Danes restricted the Dutch in 
the first half to wild long range efforts. 
They could have also taken the lead had 
Bendtner steered a free header on target 
from just outside the six yard box. Once 
again the first half of a game at the World 
Cup was troubled, not by Vuvuzelas, but 
inaccurate shooting, poor crossing and 
over hit free kicks. 

The second wasn’t much better. The 
first Dutch goal owed more to poor de- 
fending rather than skill. A cross from 
the left was missed by Daniel Agger and, 
when Poulsen tried to head the ball away, 
the left back headed it back towards goal, 
where it snuck in via Agger’s back - and 
the post. There was no response from 
the Danes and though the Dutch domi- 
nated possession it wasn’t until Eljero 
Elia entered the contest that the Dutch 
posed any sort of consistent attacking 
threat, his dribbling and speed down the 
Danish left causing problems. The Dutch 
sorely missed Arjen Robben, with Wes- 
ley Sneijder proving an inadequate and 
ineffective replacement. In the 86th min- 
ute Dirk Kuyt added a tap-in after Elia’s 
shot rebounded off a post. It flattered the 
Oranje and the Dutch know that if they 
are to win the World Cup they need a fit 
Robben, and a better performance. 


Japan 1 Cameroon 0 
This ruined the betting slip and was an- 
other African let-down. Japan won their 


first ever World Cup game outside home 
soil with a rearguard toughness hitherto 
unseen in their warm-up games. Spurred 
on by some passionate Japanese support 
in Bloemfontein they played the role of 
underdog to perfection, soaking up the 
pressure and hitting Cameroon on the 
counter attack time and again. 

The lack of midfield creativity in the 
Cameroon side meant coach Paul Le 
Guen’s tactics centred on getting the ball 
out wide to Samuel Eto’o on the wing. 
Why was the record scorer for his coun- 
try playing wide on the right? No idea. He 
was ineffective and disinterested for long 
periods, meaning he wasn’t bothering to 
make forward runs and didn’t chase back 
when he lost the ball. Cameroon’s main 
tactic was to get their fullbacks crossing 
into the penalty area for Webo but Japan 
coped, with Tulio outstanding. Their star 
man Keisuke Honda scored in the 39th 
minute by poking in a cross at the far post 
after it was missed by the defenders. 
Cameroon hit the bar late on but lacked a 
constant threat, especially with Eto’o out 
wide, and Japan celebrated a vital win. 
As for Cameroon, they play Denmark 
with the loser most certainly having one 
foot in the exit lounge. 


GROUP E ROUND-UP MATCH 2 
Netherlands 1 Japan 0 

A tight contest in Durban was settled by a 
blast outside the penalty area from Wes- 
ley Sneijder. Both teams were unchanged 
after opening round wins, meaning Rob- 
ben still wasn’t fit to play, or even to come 
on as a sub. During a first half which saw 
few shots on target, the nearest either 
team came to a goal was when full back 
Nagatomo rounded off a passing move 
with a long range effort that whistled a 
yard wide of Stekelenburg’s post. 


Throughout the first half Japan’s defence 
subdued the slow build up play of the 
Dutch. However, at the start of the sec- 
ond they were undone. In the 53rd min- 
ute Sneijder pounced on a poor defensive 
header from Tulio, smashing a first time 
shot outside the area which may have 
swerved but was certainly misjudged by 
Seigo Narazaki, the ‘keeper palming the 
ball into his net. On 72 minutes Eljero 
Elia came on for van der Vaart, playing 
on the left, but not to the same effect as 
in the previous game. Though behind the 
Japanese were content to stay behind the 
ball, letting the Dutch come onto them 
so they could counter attack. In what 
was largely a solid unspectacular perfor- 
mance by the Oranje, they came close 
late on when Afellay had his effort saved 
with only the keeper to beat. 

The nearest effort for Japan was an Oka- 
zaki effort which Stekelenburg watched 
go over the bar. They go into the final 
group game with Denmark knowing a 
draw will be enough to progress, but also 
knowing that if they wish to progress 
they need to have more of a goal-scoring 
plan than just sitting back and seeing 
what happens.

Almost all of the first round of 
games in this years World Cup 
were lacklustre and uninspir- 
ing, with teams seeming to 
fear losing more than actually 
wanting to win. And this was 
certainly the case in World 
Cup Group F. 


Italy 1 Paraguay 1 

Italy began the defence of their title 
against a Paraguay side that has 
beaten both Brazil and Argentina 
in qualification for the tournament. 
Usually Italy are slow starters at 
tournaments, and this was more 
proof of that, as the teams played 
out a one-one draw. 

In fairness Italy were actually 
lucky to get the draw at all. Before 
a ball was kicked I feared that the 
Italians lacked creativity up front, 
and that was exactly what was 
wrong for them here. The likes of 
Totti are gone, at least for now, and 
Lippi seems happy to scrape wins 
however they can. The Italians 
only managed to score via a mistake 
from the Paraguayan goalkeeper, 
and in truth they created little over 
the whole ninety minutes. 

Paraguay were the better team, but 
in truth even they were fairly poor. 


They grabbed their goal from a free- 
kick, where their defender Alcaraz 
out-jumped Italy captain Cannavaro 
to head into the net. Buoyed by the 
goal, for a spell Paraguay looked to 
be searching for another goal, be- 
fore ultimately they settled on their 
lead. 

At no point did Italy really look 
like breaking the South Ameri- 
cans down, but they were gifted a 
goal when the Paraguayan keeper 
missed a cross which De Rossi 
grateful struck into the net to even 
the score. 

Worrying for the Italians their 
goalkeeper Gianluigi Buffon left 
with a back injury which could keep 
him out of their remaining group 
games. 


New Zealand 1 Slovakia 1 

A stoppage time equaliser from de- 
fender Winston Reid saw New Zea- 
land claim the first World Cup point 
in their history with a 1-1 draw 
against Slovakia. 

I did believe that the All-Whites 
would lose all three games in the 
group, and it looked like that would 
happen after Vittek’s goal put them 
behind. But in truth New Zealand 
had the better opportunities over the 
course of the game, and they de- 
served their equaliser. 


The whole game was fairly scap- 
py, and a draw was probably the 
right result, but both Paraguay and 
Italy will not be worried about facig 
these two teams. 


Overall the two games were, like 
much of the World Cup so far, dull 
and without major incident. I still 
think that the Italians will top the 
group, and I still think that they will 
struggle to go much further than 
that. Its true that Italy are slow start- 
ers, meaning a draw against a solid 
Paraguay side does not spell the end 
of their reign as World Champions, 
yet their problems remain no matter 
how well they start playing, as they 
have little to no creative spark, their 
defence looks worrying shaky, and 
they have no striker who can score 
them the goals that will win them 
the trophy. Furthermore, their goal- 
keeper, arguably the best goalkeep- 
er in the world Buffon, looks set to 
miss the rest of the tournament with 
a back injury. 

I still think that Paraguay will go 
through with the Azzuri, as they 
should be able to beat both Slovakia 
and New Zealand given their rela- 
tive performances during the first 
round of games.

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Group of Death warms up

By the time you read this, Bra- 
zil will have played their sec- 
ond match in Group G, against 
the Ivory Coast. You will there- 
fore have a clearer idea than | 
of how this group is eventually 
going to pan out, but below is 
a review of the action so far 
in what was meant to be this 
World Cup’s “Group of Death”.. 
although there now appear to 
be several of these. 


Portugal 0-0 Ivory Coast 
[t was dull stuff, for a long time. 
Like many of the teams in this first 
round of matches, the two “second 
favourites” of the group appeared to 
pe feeling each other out for much of 
the game, and few chances were cre- 
ated in the first half. Cristiano Ron- 
aldo was kept fairly quiet, with the 
>xception of one brisk turn and shot 
which came back off the post. 

Instead, it was the lithe, two-footed 
[vorian striker Gervinho who pro- 
vided the best moments of the open- 
ing period, creating space for his 
striking partners Salomon Kalou and 
Aruna Dindane, and basically mak- 
ing a fine nuisance of himself. Brazil 
and North Korea will have watched 
his bright performance with interest, 
and some trepidation. 

The Ivorians pressed on in the 

second half and looked the more 


likely winners, but the question on 
everyone’s lips was...will we see 
Didier Drogba? Eventually we did, 
and although the big man looked un- 
derstandably rusty, failing to make 
the most of a decent chance near the 
close, he showed enough to suggest 
that he will play a more prominent 
role as the tournament continues. 
Portugal, for their part, could only 
manage a headed half-chance to 
Liedson and a wasted 25-yard free 
kick from Ronaldo. Sven-Goran Er- 
iksson would have been the happier 
of the two coaches after this game. 


Brazil 2-1 North Korea 
Everyone expected the Brazilians to 
win, but few expected it to be such 
a difficult task. The North Korean 
organisation was extremely impres- 
sive, with the backline defiant in the 
face of Brazil’s swift movement and 
inter-passing, and dominant in the 
air: Ri Kwang-chon was a tower of 
strength, and Luis Fabiano found 
himself starved of possession and 
space throughout. At the other end, 
Brazil could not afford to be com- 
placent, with Hong Yong-jo and the 
teary Jong Tae-se posing the occa- 
sional problem. 

Ultimately it took one of the best 
goals of the tournament, an abso- 
lute screamer from the right-back 
Maicon, to break the deadlock. Nar- 
row-angled goals are something of 
a Brazilian speacialty at the World 


Cup; one of the finest in the com- 
petition’s history was scored by the 
long-forgotten forward Amarildo 
against Czechoslovakia in the 1962 
final. 


Things began to open up subsequent- 
ly, and Brazil scored another through 
Elano after an incisive move. In fact, 
Dunga’s men played very well, and 
it was a real tribute to the tenacity 
and ability of the Koreans that the 
score was kept so respectable: Ji 
Yun-nam even surprised the tourna- 
ment favourites with a goal out of 
nowhere a minute from the end of 
normal time. This North Korean side 
will be no pushover for Portugal or 
the Ivory Coast. 


The future 

It still looks like being a straight 
chase for second between the Por- 
tuguese and the Ivorians, although 
the smart money must be on North 
Korea picking up a point somewhere 
along the way. Brazil already looked 
menacing in their opener although 
they found it hard to break down a 
determined opposition, and neither 
the Portuguese nor the Ivorian de- 
fence looks particularly formidable.

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Swiss stun favourites Spain in opener

By the time you read this the un- 
thinkable may have occurred. 
All-conquering Spain, David Villa, 
Fernando Torres, Andres Iniesta 
et al could be out of the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup. Victory against Hondu- 
ras is a pre-requisite for the reign- 
ing European Champions and 
World Cup favourites if they are to 
have any hopes of making into the 
last sixteen of the tournament. 


And all because a goal from striker 
Gelson Fernandes gave Switzerland a 
shock 1-0 victory over Spain in Durban 
the first round of matches in Group H. 
The goal, a messy affair poked over the 
goal-line by Fernandes after a series of 
mistakes in the Spanish penalty area, 
was totally against the run of play in a 
match in which the Spanish, with their 
intricate passing had largely dominated. 


The loss was only Spain’s second defeat 
in an astonishing 49 matches and yet 
could prove to be immensely costly as 
Vicente Del Bosque and his squad faces 
a testing match against Honduras and 
then takes on a sprightly Chile, who may 
have already qualified, knowing that 
nothing less than victory in both matches 
will assure them of a place in the knock- 
out phase. 


Despite dominating possession and cre- 
ating several presentable half-chances 
against the Swiss the closest Spain 
came to scoring was when Xabi Alonso 
smashed the crossbar with an amazing 
strike from just outside the penalty area. 
Incredibly, Switzerland could have dou- 


bled their lead when Bayer Leverkusen 
striker Eren Derdiyok turned inside his 
marker but saw his well-struck effort 
come back off the post with Real Madrid 
goalkeeper Iker Casillas well beaten. 


The Swiss held on for victory and know 
that a decent showing against Chile fol- 
lowed by the fixture with Honduras, 
which on this display they will be confi- 
dent of winning, could see them through 
the group stage for the second World 
Cup in a row. Switzerland infamously 
were knocked out of the 2006 World Cup 
in Germany without conceding a goal, 
beaten by Ukraine in a penalty shoot-out 
in the Second Round, presenting a steely 
defensive shield and, while they rode 
their luck at times against the Spanish, 
look to have developed a similar style 
of play for the 2010 version of the com- 
petition. Their next match against Chile, 
which precedes the Spain versus Hon- 
duras encounter, will tell us much about 
whether the 1-0 triumph was more down 
to luck than tactical planning. 


Chile meanwhile recorded their first 
World Cup victory for 48 years with a 
1-0 win over Honduras in Nelspruit. The 
goal, scored by Jean Beausejour, was a 
scrappy affair with a cross cleared by 
a Honduran defender ricocheting off 
Beausejour and into the net for a bizarre 
goal. But Marcelo Bielsa’s team were 
well worth the advantage having been 
the better side for most of the match pri- 
or to their 34th minute breakthrough. 


‘La Roja’ really should have killed off 
the match as a contest during the second 
half when firstly reported Real Madrid 
target Alexis Sanchez fired wide of goal 


The Swiss surprised tournament favourite Spain with an unexpected 


1-0 win, 


when well-placed before Waldo Ponce 
headed straight at Honduran goalkeeper 
Noel Valladares when it seemed easier to 
score. Valladares enjoyed an exceptional 
match in the Honduras goal saving his 
team on numerous occasions and was 
unfortunate to be on the losing side. Life 
will not get any easier for the shot-stop- 
per either with Spain next up ensuring 
he’s likely to have a busy World Cup. 


The big question remains though. Can 
Spain recover from their Swiss shocker 
and show the World the style of foot- 
ball that has enchanted followers over 
the past four years or have they peaked 
too soon? The answer to that conundrum 
could be evident by the time you read 
these words.

Mexico 1970 


The best W 


Each World Cup has its special 
moments, even the most dire tour- 
naments, but for sustained excite- 
ment and quality it is hard to go 
past the Mexican tournament of 
1970. 

After the stodginess and brutality of 
1966 in England, the Mexican adven- 
ture was illuminated by great games and 
great teams, especially the eventual win- 
ner, Brazil, with Pele, Tostao, Gerson, 
Rivelino, Carlos Alberto and Jairzinho, 
who scored in every game the Selecao 
played. The matches were often played 
in the heat of the Mexican day to suit a 
television audience seeing the matches 
in full colour for the first time. 

Seventy countries embarked on quali- 
fication for the World Cup in 1970. Aus- 
tralia’s gallant effort came undone at the 
hands of Israel after a tortuous campaign 
which took it to South Korea and Mo- 
zambique. The tournament was held 
against the backdrop of the so-called 
‘soccer war’ between El Salvador and 
Honduras in which over 2,000 people 
died. 

Sixteen teams reached the final tour- 
nament, so the quality of the finalists 
was high and the hosts finished second 
in Group A behind the Soviet Union. 
Italy made its usual slow start but topped 
group B with a win and two draws, while 
Uruguay edged out Sweden on goal dif- 
ference and Israel’s two draws was not 
enough to qualify. Brazil and England 
qualified from Group C, with their en- 
counter settled by a brilliant goal from 
Jairzinho. The highlight, which is still 
replayed, was Gordon Banks magnifi- 
cent save from a Pele header after the 
keeper had appeared to be stranded on 
his opposite post before the cross came 
in. West Germany ran away with Group 
D, with Peru in second place. 

In the quarter-finals Uruguay beat the 
Soviet Union in extra-time by a goal 
from Esparrago, which had more than 
a hint of controversy, with the Russians 
protesting officially that the ball had been 
over the side-line before being crossed. 
Italy hit its straps with a four-one win 
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over the hosts. Mexico scored first, but 
an own goal by their skipper Pena let 
the Italians back in and Gigi Riva scored 
twice on either side of one by Gianni Ri- 
vera. Brazil accounted for Peru in a four- 
two win. Tostao got a double, Rivelinho 
fired in a fierce shot and Jairzinho kept 
up his scoring record. For Peru, Teofilio 


Jairzinho (centre) bursts between Facchetti and Burgnich of Italy, watched by Pele 
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Cubillas and Gallardo were on target. 
The final match in the quarters was an- 
other classic between West Germany 
and England, who had met in the final 
four years before. This time the Germans 
came out on top, despite England going 
to a two-nil lead through Alan Mullery 
and Martin Peters. Gordon Banks was 
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ill and replaced by Peter Bonetti, but it 
was the tactical error of Alf Ramsey who 
removed Bobby Charlton, rather than the 
exhausted Terry Cooper, just after Franz 
Beckenbauer scored for Germany in the 
69th minute that may have been more 
critical. The Germans got on terms with a 
headed goal by veteran Uwe Seeler with

eight minutes left and won the match in 
extra-time through the inevitable Gerd 
‘Der Bomber’ Muller. 

Brazil defeated Uruguay in its semi- 
final despite going a goal down to Cu- 
billa in 19 minutes. Clodoaldo, Jairzinho 
and Rivelino got the Brazilian replies. 
The Italy-Germany match was worthy of 
a final and it ended in a four-three win 
for the Italians after extra time. Rober- 
to Boninsenga gave Italy a dream start 
after only seven minutes and despite 
constant German pressure and Italian 
counter-attacks that goal seemed to have 
determined the outcome until defender 
Karl-Heinz Schnellinger equalised for 
Germany in the 90th minute. The tiring 
teams went into extra time and the match 
opened up dramatically after Muller put 
Germany ahead. Burgnich equalised, 
Riva put Italy in front, Muller scored 
again. A minute later Rivera got the win- 
ner, but there could have more in the fi- 
nal nine minutes. 

A single goal from Overath in the third 
place play-off saw Germany overcome 
Uruguay. So to the final between Brazil 
and Italy. It was another feast of football. 
Pele put Brazil on its way in 18 minutes 
with a powerful header from a Rivelino 
cross but Boninsegna equalised in 37, 
after a suicidal backheel by Clodoaldo. 
It was well into the second half when 
Gerson was allowed to run through from 
midfield to put Brazil ahead again in 66 
minutes. Then Jairzinho got his goal to 
complete his remarkable tally and there 
was just time for skipper Carlos Alberto 
to overlap on the right in the 87th min- 
ute to crash home the fourth goal (from a 
precise lay-off by Pele) for the magnifi- 
cent Brazilians. Mario Zagallo’s team 
took home the Jules Rimet trophy for 
keeps, having won it three times. It was 
later lost or stolen. 

Gerd Muller finished with ten goals 
and Jairzinho with seven. There were 
three goals scored on average in each 
game. Pele and Uwe Seeler were play- 
ing in their fourth World Cups and both 
scored. Mexico 1970 set a standard that 
has never been reached since.

La Preparacion: 

The Brazilian team of 1982 usually appears 
in surveys as one of the best Brazilian teams 
of all time. The team had a combination of 
talented players and an offensive coach. 


Telé Santana assumed the command of the 
Brazilian team in 1980. His philosophy 
was that football should be a show, both for 
those playing and for those watching the 
matches. You gotta give the man 200 grand 
on a deal or no deal just for the philosophy. 
He was radically against violence. Which I 
would suppose would stand to reason con- 
sidering there were so many Nazi’s and JE- 
SUITS in Brazil at the time....ahem. 


For Telé, his teams should always be seek- 
ing to score goals. 

And he had some players to help him. 
ZICO is synonymous with the kati kati flair 
let alone the one with highest number of 
matches for Brazil and most goals scored. 
Falcdo had led his team Internacional to 
the tri-championship in Brazil, and became 
known as “King of Rome”, for having led 
the Roma, from Italy, to the scudetto. S6- 
crates, a fed inkum ridgie didge physician 
with name of philosopher, combined multi 
uber talent and favre intelligence. Toninho 
Cerezzo, besides skillful, was said to have 
an extra pair of lungs. Please give me a pair 
to go along with my gonads. 

The team also had to BOOT the still the 
powerful shots of left-forward Eder, and 
the abilities of Junior coupled with the ex- 
perience of Oscar.

There were a few weak links. The goal- 
keeper, Valdir Peres, didn’t inspire much 
confidence even among fans of his team, 
Sao Paulo. Let’s face it. Anyone with a 
combover should NEVER EVER FOR- 
EVER be in goals. for OBVIOUS reasons. 
If you don’t know those reasons, you are 
a Gnut. 


The center-forward, Serginho, was tamed 
by Telé Santana; Serginho was more a kind 
of bad boy, used to playing tricks with the 
nerves of the adversaries to create goals op- 
portunities; in the team of Telé, this kind 
of attitude was prohibited; Serginho, one 
of the best strikers of his time, lost much 
of his potential. The dude would’ve been 
suited to the 2000 millennia bar none or 
Bar Kochba. 
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The favourite of Telé for the position was 
Careca, who would play later in the cups 
of 1986 and 1990; Careca suffered a seri- 
ous injury already in Spain, and had to be 
substituted by Roberto Dinamite, who had 
been Brazil’s striker in the 1978 Cup; ru- 
mours of the epoch said that Roberto’s 
wife had links with black magic, and had 
arranged for Careca’s contusion. Wouldn’t 
surprise me. Every freaky striker with a 
freaky Portugese name needs a little bit of 
Frank Sinatra by their bedside. 


Before the Cup, there was some discus- 
sion in Brazil whether the four cracks 
(non smokeable-non toxic) should play to- 
gether, as they were all offensive. Matters 
were complicated by the fact that Cerezzo 
could not play the first match (he had been 
expulsed in a previous official match for 
shagging Vince McMahon’s daughter with 
Randy Macho Man Savage in a foursome 
with an unnamed goat)); his substitute, 
Paulo Isidoro, was doing a good job in oc- 
cupying the right-forward position. Now, 
if you’re still comprehending , and not put 
off by the goat....ahem...by putting all four 
together, there would be no one occupying 
that central Johnny Holmes position.

Telé stuck to his philosophy, whatever it 
was, and with his name, why argue...and 
Brazil would play as offensive as possible. 
In 1981, after winning all matches of the 
qualifyings, Brazil did a European tour, 
and PUMPED England, France and Ger- 
many at their respective home grounds... 
not that that that that sorry hiccups..was an 
issue in those days; the team would not lose 
any matches until the Cup kicked off; Bra- 
zil arrived to Spain as the favourite to eat, 
suck, lick and regurgitate any and all....ah 
the good all days. 


The matches 

Brazil won the first match, 2 -1 against So- 
viet Union; Ie: CCCP. The Soviets didn’t 
shoot much, but in one of the few times, 
Valdir Peres failed and let the ball in. Sd- 
crates scored a sarma at 28’ in dur second 
half, und Eder at the 43’. The team played 
well, but the victory had not been easy. But 
hey, credit is due...The Soviets put a mon- 
key into space. The Brazilians trained them 
to play football. Now, If THAT doesn’t get 
me shot...please... NOTHING WILL. 


For the second match, as planned, Paulo 
Isidoro left and Toninho Cerezzo entered. 
Brazil won Scotland by 4 -1, and indeed 
played well; Yeah..IN DEED. Gimme 
the KESH! Zico, Oscar, Eder and Fal- 
cao scored. Fans and media approved the 
scheme, and Paulo Isidoro was already for- 
gotten. Who? yeah...exactly. 

Next, a very easy match against New Zea- 


land. The Kiwis (God bless ‘em, they were 
there before the Aussies)...were more con- 
cerned in soliciting autographs than beating 
Brazil. Zico scored twice, Falcéo once and 
Serginho, at last, scored a goal. Fans and 
media became euphoric. I did too. I was 
only 10. My sister was in hospits] having 
her appendix out at the time. I refused to 
visit her. I was too busy curling the ball 
around an imaginary wall and practicing 
scissor kicks. 


Then, Brazil would face the most tradition- 
al rival, Argentina. The Argentinians were 
the title holders, and most of the champions 
of 1978 were in Spain, albeit without the 
aid of COKE..YES COKE! THEY WER 
DRUGGIES!...ahem... Moreover, they had 
brought to Spain a young player who prom- 
ised to shake the world of football, called 
Maradona. The Argentinians had already 
lost to Italy, but, for the Brazilians: Argen- 
tina was the only rival which could prevent 
them in THEORY from reaching the final. 


The match was easier than anticipated. 
Zico scored a cracker jacker early in the 
first half. Brazil thus dominated the whole 
game, and wild child Serginho and then 
Junior scored...boom bang..bing... 3 - 0. 
Argentina scored theirs at the last minute. 
Maradona was sent off for violent play with 
a mule kick to the midriff of Junior...what a 
prick..spoilt little falafel. 


Now, the entire world was euphoric with 
the Brazilian team. Who could possibly 
stop them? The adversaries could mark 
Zico and Socrates, but then Falcio and Eder 
would score. Cerezzo had a powerful long 
distance shot, and Junior could appear by 
surprise at any time. The team had an un- 
believable and serenely impressive fitness 
shape. The coach, Telé, made it clear that 
Brazil should keep their offensive scheme, 
and emulate France in the Fontaine days... 
with perhaps a chance to set a benchmark 
in goals scored for. 


On July 5th 1982, the Brazilian team en- 
tered Sarria Stadium, in Barcelona, think- 
ing they should fullfil a formality: a win 
against a corrupt and underrachieving/mak- 
ing up the numbers Italy. Actually, even if 
the match finished tied, Brazil would move 
ahead, as the system was a freakout, rather 
than a knockout. The adversary in the semi- 
finals would be the European equivalent of 
Brazil...Poland, and the main player, Bon- 
iek; who at the time was the equivalent of 
Platini had been expulsed and wouldn’t 
play the next match; the path to the final 
was paved. 


The Italians had had three ties in the three 
matches of the first stage (against Poland, 
Cameroon and Peru), and only qualified to 
the next stage because they had scored two 


goals, one more than Cameroon. Ok, they 
had been lucky to win Argentina, but ap- 
parently lightning never strikes twice the 
same place. Italy had hosted the Eurocup 
1980, and finished fourth. Italy finished 
the qualifiers for the World Cup in second 
place, after the former republic known as 
Yugoslavia, or JAT. It seemed very unlike- 
ly, improbable...nay nay horsie...impossible 
that they could beat Brazil. 


Italy had scored only four goals in four 
matches (Brazil had scored a million). Il 
Duce at the time ahem...the Italian striker 
was, supposedly, Paolo Rossi; Rossi had 
been involved in a lottery scandal, and 
spent two years off football fields before 
the cup and had not scored any goals until 
the match against Brazil. Brazilians were 
not much concerned with Rossi. 


Instead, Brazil were a bit worried about 
Gentile. He was the ANTONYM OF HIS 
NAME. He marked Maradona, and set a 
new record of having commited 23 fowls 
bok bok bokek on the same player during 
a single match.

To save 
that shot would be difficult for any good 
goalkeeper, but it was impossible for Valdir 
Peres who was too busy spraying his hair 
with VOS. Brazil had taken few goals along 
the Cup, but truth is that the adversaries 
had not shot many times; Brazil was so 
proud of their offensive power, they would 
realize (too late) that a good goalkeeper is 
fundamental. 

Seven minutes later, Zico passes to Sd- 
crates, who scores; things seemed to be go- 
ing back to normality. 


However, at 25’, the ball is crossed into the 
area. Valdir Peres was not a specialist in 
high balls either. Paolo Rossi doesn’t even 
have to jump to head the ball into the goal 
and put Italy ahead again. Until the end of 
first half, Brazilians had enough time to 
realize that the match was very far from 
being easy; rumours go that Cerezzo and 
Leandro had nervous breakdowns during 
the time out. Oh dear. A wee bit late to call 
a shrink. 


The game continued tough in the second 
half. The Italians had an exceptional de- 
fensive scheme; possibly, a wild Serginho 
would be more efficient now than a tamed 
one. Besides, the Italians were very swift 
in counter attacks, and any shot seemed 
dangerous for Valdir Peres, the maestro of 


shave yer head kojak! 


Then, at 63’, when despair was already 
building, the relief: Falcdéo scored a 
whopper, shimmyieng two then three and 
krakked the ball like a cannon beating ge- 
riatric Italian goalkeeper Dino Zoff. The 
usually elegant Falcao celebrated the goal 
like a crazy 16 year old who just shagged 
his first 60 year old village prostitute. 


Now, what was the best thing to do? The 
match was tied, the time was short. A draw 
was good enough for Brazil. Now it was 
the Italians who should face despair. 

Brazil had excellent players to reinforce 
the defense. Edinho, for example, was so 
good that he would be captain of the team 
in 1986; or Batista, who had stopped Mar- 
adona in the Argentina match. If they had 
substituted Serginho or Eder, the Italian’s 
job would be much more difficult. 

But, the Brazilian coach was Telé San- 
tana. He did not substitute anyone, and 
he did not even tell anyone to retreat. The 
Brazilian team continued with the same 
plan: being offensive and win the match. 
At 90’, Paolo Rossi scored his third goal 
in the match. 

Italy won by 3-2. Brazil returned home. 
Lets leave it there before I discover more 
ridiculous puns. 


It was a hell of a good team. It should not 
be so surprising that they would win any 
other team, including Brazil. Zoff was 
aged fourty, and was present when Italy 
needed. Cabrini, Tardelli, Antognoni, Gra- 
ziani, Conti are all good individually, much 
more as a group. Paolo Rossi did what is 
expected from a striker: score goals when 
opportunities arise. 


Italy defeated an under strength Poland 
by 2-0 in the semi-finals, with a double by 
Paolo Rossi... 

Italy then went on the gravy train with Pink 
Floyd and shallacked a baked beaned West 
Germany in the final by 3 -1 (first goal by 
Rossi) and deservedly became the cham- 
pion of the 1982 World Cup. 


After the match, Telé embraced each and 
every player, as they left the field. Telé took 
all responsibility for the defeat. He quit the 
National team after the 1982 Cup; the Bra- 
zilian Federation tried other coaches, but 
Telé, by popular request, returned to com- 
mand the team in the 1986 Cup. 

Along with Telé, some players who had 
planned to retire after the championship in 
1982 decided to give another try in 1986: 
Zico, Falcao, Junior, Socrates and others. 
If any player was stigmatized for the loss, 
this was Toninho Cerezzo. He was responsi- 
ble for the first Rossi’s goal; he broke down 
during the match. Thanks to his excellent 
physical conditions, he continued playing 
until early 1990s (he helped Sao Paulo FC 
become world champion in Tokyo), but he 
was not called to the 1986 team. 


Brazilian fans and journalists recognize that 
this team was excellent. What happened to 
Brazil in 1982 was similar to what had hap- 
pened to Holland in 1974 and Hungary in 
1954: the best team had not won. 


So in order for you football mad muppets 
to appreciate what the game is all about... 
remember that before digital and HD, there 
was REAL quality express backheels, one 
touch stuff which led to goals before you 
had time to open up a packet of Kettle 
Crisps.

In my opinion, if the Socceroos play 

with the same grit, endeavour and 
commitment shown against Ghana, 
who’s to say they can’t get a favour- 
able result. 
It’s just a pity that the goal difference 
conceded against Germany may well 
prove to be a mountain too high to 
climb. 

An early goal could provide the im- 
petus they need, although with the two 
spots to qualify for the round of 16 still 
up for grabs, there’s no doubt it will 
be a tense final ninety minutes for all 
concerned. 

As we indulge ourselves in our third 
World Cup finals appearance, the most 
concerning statistic working against 
the Aussies is that we have still only 
ever won one game at this level, which 
of course was that heart-stopper against 
Japan back in 2006. 

Not only do they have to win hand- 

somely to even the balance in the goal 
difference ledger, but they must also 
rely on Ghana doing the unthinkable 
and inflicting a heavy defeat over Ger- 
many. 
Somehow, | think it just may be a touch 
beyond us, but there’s no point throw- 
ing in the towel just yet, especially 
when there is still a glimmer of hope. 


All in all the horror show that was our 
first match has caused us major prob- 
lems for the rest of the campaign. 

It appears to me that in this tourna- 
ment nothing has really gone right for 
Australia. From injury concerns in the 
lead up, to howls of discontent of the 
coach’s decision making regarding 
players and tactics, to unfortunate red 
cards, to heavy defeats, to heavy criti- 
cism from every angle. 

Whilst I understand that this bar- 
rage of expert feedback is ultimately 
because of concern for the well being 
of the national team, in some instances 
the hysteria of the over the top com- 
mentary has been far from necessary. 

If anything, at times it has made us 
look like a nation of imbeciles, akin 
to some backwater 3rd world terri- 
tory whose reactions a far from being 
constructive or thoughtful in their in- 
sights. 

In the wash up from Australia’s first 
game against Germany, Craig Foster’s 
comments on SBS calling on the sack- 
ing of Pim Verbeek mid-tournament 
was far from appropriate or rational. 

It is all well and good to provide 
expert analysis from the commentary 
box, but sometimes it can be so far- 
fetched that it does more harm to the 


game than good. 

There’s no denying that the wheels 
well and truly fell off for the Soc- 
ceroos that first game. But that is 
football sometimes. It can happen and 
it does happen. Unfortunately for the 
Socceroos, everything that could have 
gone wrong basically did and we got 
the taste of a worst case scenario first 
hand. 

We must accept that we are not by 
any stretch of the imagination what 
one could call world beaters. No matter 
how much we dreamed the dream, we 
have to be realistic with who we are. 
Sure, the performance against Germa- 
ny was far from acceptable, but I doubt 
if that was anyone’s intention to be on 
the end of a hiding next to nothing. 

People have to stop believing the 
hype that is rammed down our throats 
by all the false advertising, endless 
player interviews, and PR marketing 
machine propaganda that is bestowed 
on us at every opportunity. 

This is football. It’s a game. It can go 
either way depending on the day and a 
couple of dodgy refereeing decisions. 
That’s why we watch it and follow it. 
The Socceroos know what they have to 
do and the equation is clear.

Our goalkeeper, Mark Schwarzer, is 
on par if not better, the defence simi- 
lar, but when it comes to the midfield 
and forward players there is a huge 
difference. We have players that can 
defend well, apart from the occasion- 


al blimp like the one we had against 
Germany, but the big difference lays 
in going forward, our touch and con- 
trol, the short passing, the dribblers 
- this is the area Australia needs to 
improve in order to compete with the 
best and even win the world cup one 
day. Get that right, and yes, we can 
even win this thing one day! 

Overall, it was fantastic having Aus- 
tralia at another World Cup and great 
for our sport back home. It has been 
a learning experience and we are 
better equipped for it. Let’s hope 
the people running the game can 
see what most can see and focus on 
producing technically gifted players. 
By producing and selecting the cali- 
ber of such players as the core to the 
team, I strongly believe this is going 
to make the difference for the next 
World Cup.

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WHY HAS THE WORLD CUP BEEN SO BORING?

The first round of group match- 
es has come and gone. Having 
watched consecutive World Cup’s 
since Spain in 1982, | have to say 
this has been one of the worst 
opening rounds | have ever seen 
- devoid of attacking football and 
embraced by embellishment. | 
don’t think I’m being unduly kind. 
I’ve found myself cursing at the TV 
screen, turning the sound down, 
switching the TV off (and back on 
again almost immediately) and 
generally behaving like a man 
whose been married to the same 
woman far too long — pointing out 
all her faults rather than seeing 
her beauty. YES, the action has 
picked up somewhat during the 
2nd round of matches but, let’s be 
honest, it had to. So, what’s been 
the problem so far? 


1 - NEGATIVE FORMATIONS 

I suspected we’d see a lot of 4-5-1 
(masquerading as 4-3-3) and I wasn’t 
disappointed. You know if it’s a 4-3-3 
formation because usually the players 
in the wide areas are not interested in 
defending because they are forwards. 
The Dutch and Argentines spring to 
mind. But a 4-5-1 formation doesn’t 
have to be negative. It is dependent on 
midfield players willing to run beyond 
the central striker and take chances. 
The first round of group matches was 
punctuated by the fear of losing. Fewer 
chances were taken by the coaches, and 
this transmits to the players. 

One thing I was particularly upset 
about was Bafana Bafana’s opening day 
display against Mexico. They played 
with fear, in the first half especially. In 
fact, on opening day, the ceremony and 
the enthusiastic crowd was the most 
encouraging aspect of the World Cup. 
The second game against Uruguay was 
no better. They had one, and when they 
felt adventurous sometimes two men, 
in the penalty area - even though a goal 
down. 

The good news is as the tournament 
progresses, and teams have to get re- 
sults, play generally becomes more at- 
tacking. So I won’t be throwing away 
my TV just yet. 


2 - LACK OF QUALITY 

Otto Rehhagel, the coach of a Greece 
team known for its ponderous and nega- 
tive play, defended his lack of adventure. 
He suggested that only the additions of 
Kaka, Messi, Xavi and Iniesta would 
precipitate a change in playing style. 
His point is you play the hand you’re 
dealt, so I guess the reason teams play 
one upfront is be borne out of necessity. 
I implied not so long ago that the World 
Cup was devoid of top quality strikers. 
This is another reason for the plethora 
of boring games. There are many teams 
who have “good” strikers but none that 
have two top quality goal getters - aside

from Argentina and Spain. Yes, England 
plays with two upfront, but I would in- 
clude them in that category too. France, 
Denmark and, to an extent Brazil, have 
this problem. Why play two upfront 
when you can load the midfield and be 
hard to beat? 

Creative midfielders have also been in 
short supply. No dribblers, no pinpoint 
passing and nothing to get too excited 
about. Out of all the teams only Germa- 
ny and Argentina have depth in attack 
position. 

Yet World Cup’s invariably come 
down to a solid defence, and nicking 
goals and hanging on. The Swiss pro- 
vided that blueprint against the Spanish 
and it won’t be the last time a favoured 
team is humbled by hard work and dis- 
cipline. This means that one upfront 
will still be the standard formation of 
the underdog. 


3 - DIVING 

Out of all the things that got me pulling 
out what little hair I have left, this is the 
daddy. You see I’m old school, unless 
the defender draws blood in the chal- 
lenge I don’t think a free kick should be 
given. That might be a slight exaggera- 
tion, but there have been times during 
the matches when I wanted to contact 
FIFA and ask if football was still a con- 
tact sport. 

Don’t get me wrong, I don’t condone 
studs-up challenges or raised hands. 
But since when has a simple shoulder 
to shoulder challenge been a foul, or a 
player tripping over the ball? The sight 
that sums all this up is in the Uruguay- 
South Africa game. Two players go for 
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the ball with studs, Luis Suarez (which 
he has done all tournament) falls over 
crying and is awarded the free kick. 
Like kindergarten, whoever cries loud- 
est gets the lollipop. 

Never before (and I’ve seen a lot of 
football) have I seen so many free kicks 
given when a player is lightly touched, 
arches their back and falls over as 
if Jackie Chan has used them as Tae 
Kwon Do practice. Embellishment has 
become such an accepted part of the 
game these antics are only mentioned 
by commentators in passing. Well, if 
FIFA really are interested in continuing 
to market the game as entertainment, 
then this needs to be sorted. Referees 
need to work out the difference be- 
tween a nudge, which one may receive 
in a shopping queue, with a shove. Until 
this happens football will continue to be 
a stop-start game of who can con the ref 
the most. 


4-THE BALL 

Having been just about good enough 
to get into my school team, it’s hard to 
comment on how much effect the Jabu- 
lani ball is having on the games. Anyone 
looking at Greece’s second goal against 
Nigeria has to admit the exaggerated 
movement of the ball played a part. Yet 
is it really so hard to pass the ball to a 
teammate along the ground with this 
Jabulani ball? I fail to believe that. The 
debate about the ball has gotten further 
inside the player’s heads than a Holly- 
wood shrink. These are professionals. 
Having had weeks to adjust I don’t see 
how, other than long range shooting, it 
can have much effect. Come to think 
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of it, how many long shots ordinarily 
hit the back of the net anyway? Most 
sail over the bar. But at this World Cup 
it isn’t classed as poor technique, it’s 
classed as The Jabulani effect. 


5 - FALTERING FAVOURITES 

In my eyes the World Cup doesn’t re- 
ally start until Brazil take to the field. 
And when they do someone please let 
me know. More disappointing than Car- 
los Dunga’s decision to play defensive 
midfielders Felipe Melo and Gilberto 
Silva against North Korea was the 
form of Kaka’. He’s brought his Real 
Madrid form into the tournament. I get 
the sense that here is a player nearing 
the end of his international career. That 
spark, acceleration and quick thinking 
have gone. The shocking thing for Bra- 
zil is that they don’t have anyone in the 
squad to replace him because Dunga, in 
his wisdom, left Ronaldihno out. Spain, 
as well as Brazil, has struggled to cope 
with the defensive tactics of their oppo- 
nents. Maybe the fitness and organisa- 
tion of the minnows surprised these gi- 
ants. Or maybe the fancied teams aren’t 
as good as we thought they were. 


6 - AFRICAN FAILURE 

Whichever way you look at it African 
teams have been rubbish at this World 
Cup. I kept hearing that Africa was 
ready for a semi-finalist and this was 
the year. No-one told the players. Or the 
fans. Nigeria, population 140million, 
couldn’t fill out the stadium against 
Greece. There are more England fans 
in South Africa then Nigerians. Shame 
on them. They’ve had months to think 
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about supporting their team and have 
stayed away. Greece and Nigeria played 
to a half full stadium. And I don’t want 
to hear about lack of funds. Has anyone 
seen what’s happening in Greece lately? 
Their country is broke and yet they had 
more fans cheering their team on than 
the Nigerians. 

It has been suggested that the pressure 
of expectation has gotten to the African 
players. From what I’ve seen they just 
haven’t been good enough. If you watch 
African teams they really struggle to 
keep hold of the football. Until this is 
rectified they won’t get to a World Cup 
semi. Just look at the best technical 
players to come out of Africa - Abedi 
Pele, Jay Jay Okocha and Nwankwo 
Kanu. These guys spent most of their 
lives honing their skills in Europe and 
it’s no coincidence most African teams 
(the darker-skinned ones) have foreign 
coaches. It’s all down to European or 
South American coaches getting players 
at a young age and teaching them how 
to play. Look at Japan. Who did they 
turn to when they started their fledgling 
J-League? Brazilian coaches and play- 
ers. The bottom line though is that Ni- 
geria, Cameroon, South Africa, Algeria 
and Ivory Coast probably won’t make 
it into the next round because they are 
simply not good enough. 


7 - THE POSITIVES 

Historically the second and third rounds 
produce more attacking football. Some 
teams, driven by desperation, will have 
to attack. The most pleasant surprise so 
far has been Mexico. They play inci- 
sive passing football and though I think 
they’ll get bumped at the last 16 stage 
they’re great to watch. They commit 
players forward and don’t seem scared 
of anyone. 

Argentina is not far off. They play a 
true 4-3-3 with attackers who have no 
defensive responsibility. But they won’t 
win the cup. They’re like a fast car. En- 
joy it while you can because they it’s 
just a matter of time before it crashes. 

Germany will take some beating. But 
don’t go anointing them or the Argen- 
tines as champions. Usually a team 
wins the World Cup by overcoming ad- 
versity — remember Thuram’s two goals 
for France in the semis against Croatia? 
The true test for all teams will be in the 
knockout stage, when teams have to 
overcome adversity. And I’m not sure 
this young German team are ready for it 
just yet — that’s if they even get there.

England have just played their 
second game in their World Cup 
group, and once again all they 
have to show for their efforts is 
another draw, this time against 
Algeria. But not only was the re- 
sult not what England and their 
fans would have wanted, it was 
possibly the worst England per- 
formance in recent memory. 

Now I am not someone who likes to 
overly criticise players and teams, as 
often the kind of sweeping remarks that 
tabloid papers write are off the mark 
and do more harm than good. Last 
week England played fairly well against 
a tough USA side, but after they were 
roasted in many pundits’ newspaper 
articles. On the whole I think ripping 
into the team serves little to no purpose 
other than to make the writer feel a little 
better about themselves, and so for as 
much as I can I try and refrain from do- 
ing so. However, in this instance, Eng- 
land have to be made accountable from 
sports writers around the globe for their 
inept performance of the grandest stage 
of them all. 

First off, as I am a fairly optimistic 
person, let’s look at the positives from 
Friday night’s game. | think it’s fair to 
say that England finally have a number 
one goalkeeper. David James didn’t 
have much to do, but whatever he had 
to do was done with confidence. He 
looked alive to defensive troubles, and 
he is much more talkative that Robert 
Green, which I think defenders prefer. 
Of course they don’t call him Calamity 
James for nothing, and a mistake may 
be just around the corner, yet I think he 
inspires more confidence in England 
players and fans than Green ever did. 

I also think that Steven Gerrard can 
hold his head up, as he was undoubt- 
edly our best player against both USA 
and Algeria. Granted, he didn’t play 
exactly well against the North Africans, 
but he wasn’t as bad as some that I will 
be mentioning in a short while. I think 
he is taking the captaincy well, and I do 
think that if England start to improve 
elsewhere then he will show himself 
to be a rather inspirational leader, as he 
has done for so long at Liverpool. 

Unfortunately, that’s about it for the 
positives from the game. If you didn’t 
happen to see the game, I would thor- 
oughly think about giving it a miss 
completely, especially if you’re an 
England fan. Undoubtedly this was the 
worst they have played in any tourna- 
ment since I have been watching them, 
and it’s possibly one of the worst dis-

plays that the Three Lions have put on 
in their history. As I say, I’m not one 
for sweeping, bombastic statements, 
but England simply were that bad. 

A lot of what has been said and writ- 
ten has seemingly focused much of the 
abuse towards the England boss, Fabio 
Capello. Typically for England fans 
and journalists, this was a man who a 
few weeks ago was being praised for 
being such a good manager, someone 
who has taken England to a tournament 
with ease, and who is the right man who 
makes the right decisions. Now he is 
apparently getting everything wrong 
both in terms of his player selection 
and his tactics. In England we thrive 
on building someone up then knocking 
them down. 

I do think that Capello has made some 
errors in regards to who he has picked, 
both in terms of squad selection and in 
terms of which eleven men he puts onto 
the field. And I do think that he needs 
to tinker with the formation that Eng- 
land are currently trying, perhaps by 
pushing Gerrard forward and leaving 
Heskey on the bench. But for me the 


abysmal performance against Algeria 
was not his fault, it was solely the fault 
of the players who took to the field. 

England simply could get nothing go- 
ing; they couldn’t pass the ball to each 
other, they couldn’t control the ball, 
they couldn’t run with the ball as they’d 
kick it too far ahead of them, and their 
decision making in key situations was 
all wrong. I know that England will 
never be able to keep possession like 
Spain or Brazil, or even for that matter 
the Germans, but we don’t need to. Ask 
an Arsenal fan if they’d rather have all 
the possession that they usually amass, 
or a few more wins instead, and they’d 
take to wins ina second. England aren’t 
set up to hold possession as technically 
their players cannot do it, but we com- 
pensate with quick attacks and intense 
pressure on the opposition. 

So it wasn’t the fact that England 
couldn’t retain possession that bothers 
me, it was the fact that they quite sim- 
ply could not string any sequences of 
passes together. And when a pass was 
successful it was usually greeted by 
poor control which enabled Algeria to 


get back possession. And that’s when 
the passes went to England players, as 
more often than not the England players 
seemed to be wholeheartedly passing to 
the men in green rather than their team- 
mates in white. The very fundamentals 
of football, trapping the ball and pass- 
ing it on, something which every single 
person in the world who plays football 
can do, were seemingly lost on the 
England players, who couldn’t put a se- 
quence of five attacking passes together 
over all of the ninety minutes. 

It wasn’t as if England missed a 
couple of chances to alter the score 
line either, as our best chance all night 
was a scuffed Frank Lampard, who was 
particularly incognito, shot which the 
Algerian number three keeper saved 
comfortably. 

And the man who should be getting 
the heaviest criticism put upon his 
shoulders right now is the man who 
many believed would be England’s sav- 
iour, Wayne Rooney. By far this was 
the worst performance that the young 
England forward has put in during 
his whole career, not just for England 


but for both Everton and Manchester 
United as well. Almost every time he 
touched the ball he lost it, and believe 
me that is an understatement. I think 
maybe twice he and Gerrard passed the 
ball nicely to each other, but apart from 
that Rooney did nothing. 

Some have suggested that he’s not 
fully fit, which I think has some truth 
to it, but that is no excuse for not be- 
ing able to trap the ball and pass it to 
a team-mate. Wayne Rooney this sea- 
son was probably the best player in the 
world that’s not called Lionel Messi, 
but on this form he’s not as good as half 
the players in the English third tier of 
league football. If you regularly read 
this column, and well done if you do, 
then you know I have somewhat of a 
man-crush on the potato-headed won- 
derkid, but even I can’t defend him 
here. 

And to make things worse, after the 
game England were booed off by their 
fans, which Rooney sarcastically told 
a camera on the pitch was nice to see 
fans being so loyal to their team. Usu- 
ally I don’t condone fans booing their 
own players, but in this instance the 
fans were right to express how unhappy 
they were with the performance. As one 
fan put it, England supporters are some 
of the best in the world, and they fol- 
low their team wherever they go. Some 
spend wages that they don’t really have 
to go and watch their team on the big- 
gest stage of them all, to be given this 
display of ineptitude. And whilst it may 
hurt Rooney’s feelings to be booed, he 
can sit back and take his astronomical 
wages and retire as 35, whereas many 
fans will just about get a state pension, 
and will not be able to give up work in 
their mid-sixties let alone mid-thirties. 

Now |’m not one to toot my own horn, 
but toot toot, as just last week I suggest- 
ed that England would probably start 
this World Cup with uninspiring draws 
against the USA and Algeria, but even I 
didn’t think we would be this bad. One 
glimmer of light in the tunnel of despair 
for England fans is that at least England 
can’t get any worse, and hopefully this 
poor performance will result in Eng- 
land finding a better formation or a bet- 
ter team selection. And I don’t think 
that England’s chances of winning the 
World Cup are all over, as many things 
change over the course of a tournament 
such as this. 

But on this evidence England won’t 
even get out of their group, let alone 
win the whole thing.

The streets of San- 
tiago in Chile had 
scenes of mixed 
feelings as _ thou- 
sands gathered to 
celebrate in jubila- 
tion after the 1-0 win last Wednesday 
night AEST time against Honduras. 
Creative midfielder Jorge Valdivia 
is also now in doubt for the second 
match up against Switzerland follow- 
ing their emphatic single-goal win 
over Spain. Coach Marcelo Bielsa 
insisted that striker Humberto Suazo 
has recovered from his hamstring in- 
jury in time for their World Cup open- 
er but noted that the 29-year-old is 
not yet fully match fit. 


The Zaragoza striker was injured in la 
Roja’s penultimate warm-up game against 
Israel sparking fears that he would miss the 
entire tournament but it now appears that 
he has recovered from the minor hamstring 
tear in time to be considered for selection 
for their opener. 


“Suazo has been training fully in the last 
three days. If you ask whether he has re- 
turned to the form he had before the injury, 
I would say he has not yet resumed. If you 
ask me if he is healthy, yes he is, in the 
sense that he can assume the task of other 
players that are also healthy,” the Argentine 
trainer told a press conference. 

Even after Chile broke a 48-year World Cup 
victory drought, its coach was searching for 
more. “The win will only serve handy to us 
if we make it to the next round.” 

Jean Beausejour, striker with Mexican giant 
América scored the only goal and Chile beat 
Honduras 1-0 Wednesday for its first World 
Cup win since it hosted the 1962 tourna- 
ment. In a free-flowing match Wednesday, 
Chile won the opening game of Group H 
after Beausejour tapped in a cross from 
Mauricio Isla in the 34th minute. 

“Not enough”, coach Marcelo Bielsa said. 
Chile came close to doubling its lead on sev- 
eral occasions. In the 62nd minute, Alexis 
Sanchez sent a clear-cut chance wide after 
he was put in free by ever-dangerous play- 
maker Jorge Valdivia. In the 64th minute, 
defender Waldo Ponce saw his close-range 
header saved brilliantly by goalkeeper Noel 
Valladares.“We could have scored more 
goals and we were on top,” Bielsa said. 
“You can’t foresee what will happen, but if 
the group is decided in that way (on goal 
difference), then we will rue the chances we 
missed.” 

“Tt’s an historic triumph,” striker Mark 

Gonzalez said. “We’re very happy, and we 
have to enjoy this triumph,” Sanchez added. 
“But we have to move ahead and win the 
game against our next rival (Switzerland).” 
Chile’s last World Cup victory was on June 
16, 1962, when it came in third by beating 
Yugoslavia. This is Chile’s first World Cup 
since 1998, when three draws sent it into the 
second round. “The Chilean people have 
been waiting for this for quite some time,” 
said defender Mauricio Isla. “We have giv- 
en them huge happiness”. 
Chile was on the offensive almost from the 
start, with midfielder Matias Fernandez of 
Sporting Lisbon in Portugal, threatening 
as early as the second minute with a free 
kick that curled just over the crossbar after 
Valdivia was fouled by Wilson Palacios 30 
yards from goal. 

Valdivia’s tap-in in the 75th minute was 
ruled offside. Honduras seldom showed 
any spark against a well-organized Chile 
defense led by Gary Medel. Honduras was 
restricted to long-range efforts, primarily 
from lone striker Carlos Pavon. Honduras’ 
best chance came from midfielder Ramén 
Nufiez, whose free kick in first-half injury 
time was tipped over the net by keeper 
Claudio Bravo. 

“Tt’s a fair result,” Honduras defender Ser- 
gio Mendoza said. “We didn’t have a clear 
chance at goal. We knew we could lose this 
match, but qualifying out of the group is not 
impossible.” 

Chile’s attacking style was evident dur- 
ing the South American qualifiers, when 
it finished in second place behind Brazil. 
At times Wednesday, it looked as danger-

ous at the five-time champions. Known as 
“El Loco” for his obsessive knowledge of 
soccer and attention to detail, Bielsa—who 
guided his native Argentina in the 2002 
World Cup—is noted for his attacking style. 
A banner in the stadium showed the regard 
some fans have for him: “Marcelo Bielsa, 
Chile thanks you.” 

“Tt’s a fair name I’ve been given because of 
some of the more exaggerated aspects of my 
personality,” he said. “We’ll try to win the 
next game because the objective is to pass 
to the next round and start writing new re- 
cords.” Switzerland stunned second-ranked 
Spain 1-0 later Wednesday in Durban, com- 
pleting the first set of opening-round match- 
es. Honduras-Chile was the first World Cup 
game in Nelspruit’s Mbombela Stadium, 
which borders the world-renowned Kruger 
National Park. The official attendance was 
32,664; capacity is 43,000. 

For Uruguay, it was an overwhelming vic- 
tory over the hosts while South African fans 
blew their vuvuzelas long and loud, hoping 
to bring their team luck in the World Cup.

Atlético Madrid stal- 
wart Diego Forlan 
had other ideas and 
brought the party to 
a crashing halt, scor- 
ing two goals in a 3-0 victory Wednesday 
night that pushed the hosts closer to exit- 
ing the first World Cup staged in Africa. 
That would be a first for a host country in 
the tournament. 

Forlan scored on a deflected 25-yard shot in 
the 24th minute, then converted a penalty 
kick in the 80th minute for a commanding 
lead. Alvaro Pereira added a goal in stop- 
page time. 

“Obviously, as a forward I like to score 
goals, but the important thing is to win,” 
Forlan said. “The team is good. We also 
played well against France. We’re very 
solid.” 

Making matters worse for South Africa, 
goalkeeper Itumeleng Khune was ejected by 
Swiss referee Massimo Busacca in the 76th 
minute for clipping the leg of Luis Suarez 
as the forward jumped over him in front of 
an open net. Khune lowered his head to the 
ground and angrily pounded the field with 
both fists. 

Parreira called Busacca “the worst referee 
in this competition so far.” 
“Thope I don’t see his face in any game any- 
more,” he said. 

Backup Moneeb Josephs took over in goal 
as Pienaar exited. 
Forlan put the penalty kick over the goal- 
keeper’s outstretched right hand for his sec- 
ond goal, matching his pair for Atlético Ma- 
drid against Fulham in last month’s Europa 
League final. The constant bee-like noise 
from the vuvuzelas immediately ebbed, 
and streams of fans started exiting, leaving 
thousands of empty blue seats by the time 
Pereira knocked in Suarez’s cross. 
Uruguay, which opened with a 0-0 draw 
against France, has four points going into its 
group-play finale against Mexico on Tues- 
day. South Africa wasted a second-half lead 


in a 1-1 tie against Mexico in last week’s 
World Cup opener, and has one point. It 
plays France on Tuesday in Bloemfontein. 
The situation became a little clearer Thurs- 
day when Mexico upset the French, “Les 
Bleus”. 

“We are convinced that we can win the 
World Cup,” Uruguay coach Oscar Tab- 
arez said. “We don’t have a lot of room to 
maneuver. We have to play very well each 
time. Winning this victory over the home 
team, the national squad, with all the fans 
behind them, this was not easy.” 

Uruguay went ahead when Forlan’s shot 
that hit South Africa captain Aaron Mokeo- 
na on his shoulder and looped over Khune. 
The closest South Africa came to scor- 
ing was in the 66th minute, when Katlego 
Mphela’s close-range header off a cross at 
the near post was off-target, and Uruguay 
goalkeeper Fernando Muslera got the shut- 
out on his 24th birthday. 

“Chicharito” was too big for France. 


Mexico’s Javier 
Hernandez, the new 
recent signing by 
Manchester United, 
whose nickname 
means “Little Green 
Pea), emulated his grandfather by a scor- 
ing a World Cup goal against France. 
One major difference: his was in a vic- 
tory. 

Substitutes Hernandez and Cuauhtémoc 
Blanco each scored in Mexico’s 2-0 win 
over France on Thursday, leaving El Tri 
needing only a draw to reach the next round. 
Hernandez ran onto Rafael Marquez’s pass 
as the France defense stopped, believing 
Hernandez was offside. He dribbled around 
goalkeeper Hugo Lloris before guiding the 
ball home in the 64th minute. 

“T remembered my grandfather in the 
locker room,” Hernandez said. “I haven’t 
spoken to my family yet, they’re my main 
motivation. He carried on a family tradition 
by scoring against France at the World Cup 
on Thursday: his grandfather did the same 
thing 56 years ago. 

The 22-year-old Hernandez came on as 
a second-half substitute Thursday and es- 
caped the offside trap set up by the France 
defense after 63 minutes. He dribbled past 
goalkeeper Hugo Lloris and netted the ball 
in the empty goal. 

“T just remembered that now in the dress- 
ing room,” Hernandez said. “This is some- 
thing I remember my grandfather for all the 
time ... I’ve not yet spoken to my grand- 
father, it’s great that we both were able to 
score against France.” 

Hernandez’s strike helped Mexico beat 
France 2-0 to leave the team with an excel- 
lent chance of advancing from Group A. 
It was a happier ending than Hernandez’s 
grandfather Tomas Balcazar experienced, 
as Mexico lost 3-2 despite his goal at the 
1954 World Cup in Switzerland. 

“Thank God I could score. More im- 
portantly, we could win against a team we 
hadn’t been able to beat in a long time.” 
Blanco put in a penalty kick in the 79th 


minute after Eric Abidal fouled another sub- 
stitute, Pablo Barrera. Abidal was caught 
out of position on both goals while playing 
center half instead of his usual left back. 
Mexico next plays Uruguay, and both likely 
need only a draw to advance. France has 
only one point and has to beat South Africa 
and gain a better goal difference, and hope 
Mexico and Uruguay don’t tie their match 
in Tuesday’s final group games. 

“We have to enjoy this win,” Marquez said. 
“We have to go step by step and be calm.” 
Mexico fans taunted the French with cries 
of ‘Ole! Ole!’ as the clock wound down and 
vuvuzelas blasted. France fans were heav- 
ily outnumbered by flag-waving Mexico 
supporters who packed each end of Peter 
Mokaba Stadium and unfurled a 30-yard 
flag. 

“We’re not going to go out of this tour- 
nament without winning a match,” France 
winger Florent Malouda said. “It’s shame- 
ful to lose like that. It’s a question of saving 
our honor.” Mexico coach Javier Aguirre 
outclassed Raymond Domenech, with all 
three substitutes making an impact. 
Aguirre brought on Barrera after 31 min- 
utes, while Carlos Vela came off and had 
trainers work on his right thigh. Aguirre 
said Vela will miss the match with Uruguay. 
Mexico finished the first half strongly, and 
Giovani Dos Santos fired a low shot just 
wide after chesting the ball down expertly 
and slipping Patrice Evra’s defending with 
alarming ease. It was a sign of things to 
come for Mexico. 

Argentina can count with the performanc- 
es equal to measuring proof that they are 
amongst the best in the world around today. 
Diego Maradona strutted onto the field at 
Soccer City an hour before the match and 
took a long look around, a king surveying 
his realm.

The beard is gray-

Make no mistake, 
though. Even with the likes of Lionel 
Messi, Carlos Tevez and Javier Mascher- 
ano, Maradona is the undisputed star of 
Argentina’s show. 

“T’m giving my everything for the Argen- 
tine team,” he said after a 4-1 World Cup 
victory over South Korea on Thursday that 
all but assured the Albiceleste of advancing 
to the round of 16. 

A magnet for attention, Maradona does 
his best to oblige. As his players warmed up 
before the game, he chatted with someone 
at the edge of the field—a few feet from a 
gaggle of photographers, of course. Wear- 
ing only a thin track suit on a cold, blustery 
day, his assistant was quick to drape a warm 
coat over his shoulders. Whether Maradona 
can be as gifted a coach as he was a player 
remains to be seen. But his theatrics on the 
sidelines are already Oscar-worthy, com- 
manding the spotlight as only “Pibe de 
Oro”—the Golden Kid—can.

As the team ducked back into the tunnel, he 
made eye-contact with someone in Argen- 
tina’s cheering section, smiled, blew kisses 
and pounded his chest with his fist. When 
the team returned for the national anthems, 
as many cameras were focused on Mara- 
dona as the players. 

But just as he did two decades ago, he 

saved his best performance for the game 
itself. 
With diamond studs as big as mints gleam- 
ing in each ear, he embraced each of his 
players and sent them off. He tried mightily 
to restrain himself when play began, jam- 
ming his hands deep in his pockets or clasp- 
ing them behind his back, fiddling with the 
rosary wrapped tight around the fingers of 
his left hand. 

He has as much trouble containing him- 
self these days as befuddled defenses did 20 
years ago. 

While South Korea’s Huh Jung-moo didn’t 
venture out of a small corner at the top of 
the coach’s box, Maradona wore out a path 
on the grass with his pacing. Any time an 
Argentine player was knocked down or pe- 
nalized, he threw up his arms in dismay—as 
if someone had attacked one of his children. 
After one foul too many for his liking, he 
began shouting at his old foe Huh. 

The last time Argentina and South Korea 
met in the World Cup, in 1986, Huh made 
what many would consider a reckless tack- 
le on Maradona. The two insist all that is 
ancient history, but it sure didn’t look that 
way. They shouted back and forth, Mara- 
dona punctuating his angry roars with hand 
gestures that would make the folks in Na- 
poli proud. 

Finally, both coaches were told to simmer 
down. 

It wouldn’t be the last time Maradona 
would be hushed. That dotted line designed 
to keep coaches in their boxes is merely a 
suggestion for him. He roamed up to the 
touchline, and all the way over to midfield 
on more than one occasion. Trying to corral 
a bull would have been easier than keeping 
him in place. 

At one point, unhappy with what he con- 
sidered rough treatment of the Argentine 
players, he went to the side of the box to 
plead his case, standing quietly with his 
hands clasped as if in prayer. But the offi- 
cial was wise to his antics and never even 
glanced Maradona’s way. 

Though beloved as a player, he’s taken 
plenty of criticism since becoming coach, 
including his lack of experience and some 
tactical decisions. 

No one questions his passion. 

When one of Messi’s shots sailed wide, 
Maradona gestured in frustration and gave 
the ground a vicious kick. He pulled at his 
hair after a miss by Tevez, his yelp so loud 
it almost drowned out the vuvuzelas. How- 
ever, his joy after any one of his players 
scored was as heartfelt as the emotion he 
showed for his own years ago. 

Take, for example, Gonzalo Higuain. He 
scored three goals. Maradona wasn’t sure 
the first one counted. When it did, he turned 
to the bench, a look of pure jubilation on 
his face, and doled out hugs and high-fives 
to everyone before holding his arms up in 
Rocky-like triumph. 

After Higuain’s second goal, he practical- 
ly skipped to midfield before jumping into 
the arms of one of his assistants. Then he 
turned toward the delirious Argentine fans 
and waved his right arm as if throwing a 
lasso, revving them up even more. 

With the game well in hand, Maradona’s 
exuberance wasn’t about to be contained. 
He deflected an errant ball with an effort- 
less back volley, drawing a roar of delight 
from the crowd. He bear-hugged Higuain so 
tightly he almost lifted the striker clear off 
the ground, and he protested a late foul by 
Messi so vociferously you'd think the refs 
were Italian tax collectors. 

When the final whistle sounded, Mara- 
dona marched out to the center circle and, 
while Huh watched quietly from a distance, 
hugged every player and shook hands with 
the referees. 

The game may have passed to a new gen- 
eration of Argentine stars. The spotlight, 
though, will always belong to Maradona. 


Football Insight

While the AFL is sitting smugly 
in the glow of all of the publicity 
surrounding the defection of Kar- 
michael Hunt and Israel Folau, a 
dilemma may not be far off. If the 
players fail to make the grade, 
the ploy will be seen simply as a 
cynical exercise in attention seek- 
ing. But that is not the worst that 
could happen. 

Their success might prove an even 
greater problem because it would raise 
the suggestion that Australian rules foot- 
ball is not that hard to play and that any 
developed athlete could learn to play 
the code with relative ease. Footy might 
then be painted as a fall-back sport 
for athletes who don’t make the grade 
elsewhere. It could also create a further 
disconnection between the game’s grass 
roots and the elite level. Why should a 
boy play his heart out for a club, rising 
through the pathways and representative 
football, struggling in second tier footy 
hoping for a breakthrough when ‘elite’ 
athletes from other codes and sports are 
waltzing in through the side door and 
getting paid squillions in the process? 

Nonetheless, the code-switching of 
Folau and Hunt is a historic moment in 
Australian sport. Even if their shifts are 
complete flops the impact of their deci-

sions and the way they were engineered 
will be lasting. They have raised the 
spectre of wholesale code-switchings 
based on the idea that certain players 
are such superb athletes that they could 
make it in any sport they chose. 

Asked by Mark McLure on ABC Ra- 
dio Grandstand (July 31, 2009) whether 
he felt there were other players in Rugby 
League who could make the shift, Hunt 
replied: “Oh mate, there’s a lot of names 
that come to mind but I guess the obvi- 


ous ones would be Billy Slater... down 
in Melbourne... well Greg Inglis... 

I mean these guys are natural athletes, 
they can do what they want. They could 
go and play basketball or play soccer if 
they put their minds to it, they’ve got 
that much ability.” Presumably Folau 
was also one of those on his mind. 

As a soccer supporter this proposition 
has me vaguely excited. The prospect

Raising the Rufer

Arguably the best footballer to 
ever come out of New Zealand, 
Wynton Rufer spent most of his 
professional career in Germany 
with Werder Bremen, winning 
a total of six titles. He also ap- 
peared for the New Zealand na- 
tional team in its first FIFA World 
Cup participation, in 1982. 

Making his debut for New Zea- 
land on 16 October 1980 against 
Kuwait, not yet aged 18, scoring 
in a 2—2 draw for the 1982 FIFA 
World Cup qualifiers, Rufer 
quickly established himself in 
the All Whites side. Late in the 
following year, he netted the 2-1 
winner in the decisive playoff 
against China, which propelled 
the nation to its first World Cup 
ever. 

In the final stages in Spain, 19- 

year old Rufer was the youngest 
member of the squad, appearing 
in all three group losses, against 
Scotland, the Soviet Union and 
Brazil. In total, he gained 23 full 
caps, scoring 12 goals. 
From 1985-89, he only collected 
a total of five international ap- 
pearances, namely due to the 
fact Zurich would not release 
him; from there until 1996, he 
did not appear for the national 
side at all.

One long-standing frustration for soc- 
cer in Australia is that many of its tens 
of thousands of juniors end up playing 
(and supporting) other codes of football 
at the senior level — this drift might well 
be the game’s fundamental problem in 
its ongoing efforts to establish itself on 
an equal footing in Australian sporting 
life. 

At the elite level, AFL players like 
Adam Goodes and Brad Green were 
standout junior soccer players. Rugby 
League’s Andrew Johns starred with 
the round ball as a junior in Newcastle. 
Preston Campbell loved playing soccer 
as a boy. Each of them left the game in 
their teens. It’s a trend that leaves many 
supporters wondering if we might have 
had more success had those players and 
others stayed in the game. I know the 
words, “He would have been a great 
soccer player!” have often passed my 
lips. 

Yet this intuitive sense needs to be 
countered with a good dose of realism. 
Whenever mature sportspeople have 
tried to cross codes, failure has more 
often been the result. Aside from the 
relatively easy shifts between the rugby 
codes, the odd Gaelic player going to 
Australian rules and players entering

Knights storm to the top

Western Knights stormed to the 
top of the Football West State Pre- 
mier League with a 1-0 win over 
previous leaders Floreat Athena. 

Defender Stuart Ferguson got the win- 
ning goal for Knights shortly after half- 
time, with it enough to give it a three 
point gap at the top of the league with 
just eight games left. 

Floreat has never beaten the Knights 
at Nash Field but will rue several missed 
chances, with the best of them coming 
in the early stages when Branimir Miku- 
lic should have scored from close range, 
only for Knights goalkeeper Frazer Sid- 
dall’s effort enough to keep him out.

Perth has now picked up just four 
points in the last seven rounds, coming 
in a draw at Swan in round nine and a 
home win over Armadale in round 10, 
seeing it drop four points off the league 
lead. 

Sorrento’s top five spot is relatively safe, 
with it boasting a four point gap over 
sixth placed Balcatta. 

Inglewood United moved out of the 
relegation zone with an impressive 2-1 
win against the out of form Balcatta.

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Leaders crash in round of shoc

It is not just at the World Cup that 
top teams are experiencing diffi- 
culties; on a dramatic weekend in 
the NSW Premier League, the top 
three sides all tasted defeat as the 
jostling for position among the top 
five becomes more intense. 

On Saturday evening, third-placed 
Blacktown City went down 3-2 at home 
to the South Coast Wolves.

Heidelberg retained top spot in Wom- 
ens Premier League (WPL) with a 2-0 
victory over Altona City assisted by 
South Melbourne’s surprising draw 
against Box Hill in round ten last 
weekend. 

Bendigo Vipers bounced back from their 
pasting at the hands of Heidelberg in last 
week to overcome third placed Sandringham 
3-0 at home, while Casey Comets picked up 
three points defeating Preston 4-1.

Talented youngster Sarah Richardson booted 
two goals for the Vipers and Ilona Jakab con- 
tributed the third against Sandringham, which 
had no answers for the aggressive counter at- 
tacking style of play Bendigo favour.

Round Ten of SL1 action saw Clif-

Meanwhile the early signs look to be 
encouraging for Clifton Hill after hav- 
ing installed Alex Kiratzoglu as captain- 
coach to replace the out-going Ivan Jolic 
as they emerged 6-3 winners in a goal- 
fest against cellar-dwelling Preston Li- 
ons at Kevin Bartlett Reserve.

Langwarrin will count themselves lucky 
to have emerged from the encounter at 
Lawton Park with the three points, with 
a wasteful North Geelong side squander- 
ing numerous scoring oppurtunities in a 
pulsating encounter that belied the 1-0 
scoreline. The Warriors played fluent at- 
tacking football for the majority of the 
game, and they were handed a priceless 
advantage when Langwarrin had a man 
sent off for two bookable offences in the 
first half.

Goal feast at Northcote

Northcote City and Altona Magic 
were involved in an amazing VPL 
Round 15 match at John Cain Me- 
morial Park on Saturday, which 
concluded with an astonishing 
final score of 7-5 in favour of the 
home side. 

Incredibly, the half-time score was 
2-1 to Altona Magic and six goals were 
scored in a barnstorming 12 minute pe- 
riod from the 62nd to the 74thminutes.

When the teams returned to the field, 
no one in the wildest dreams could imag- 
ine what was going to unfold over the 
next forty-five minutes. 

The Magic continued with their as- 
cendancy and scored within a couple 
minutes of the restart to make it 1-3 
and looked like they were on their way 
to reproducing yet another high scoring 
blitzkrieg. 

Bear in mind, that since Sash Becvi- 
novski was appointed as Magic’s player- 
coach a few weeks ago, the Magic have 
been in rampant scoring form and have 
recorded a 6-2 win against Bentleigh 
Greens, a 6-0 against Sunshine Georgies 
and another 6-0 against the NTC squad. 
With about thirty minutes to go though, 
Northcote coach Peter Tsolakis brought 
on Trent Rixon, who due to soreness 
had started on the bench after he had 
been away all week trialling with the A- 


League’s Brisbane Roar, but paid imme- 
diate dividends to score and reduce the 
margin to 2-3. 

Showing no signs of fatigue, Rixon 
then scored another goal in quick suc- 
cession to make the scoreline read 3-3. 

Not to be outdone, the Magic then pro- 
ceeded to attack the other end and were 
duly rewarded to make the score 3-4. 
James Kalifatidis then embarks on his 
scoring sequence to make the score 4-4. 
Less than a minute later, the Magic get 
their noses out in front 4-5. 

Rixon then had the chance to conjure 
a timely hat-trick but fails to convert his 
spot-kick. 

Within a couple of minutes, Kalifatidis 
has other ideas and then duly nets again 
to make it 5-5. 

Before you could get your breath back, 
another penalty is awarded to Northcote 
and this time Bradley Norton makes no 
mistake from the spot, putting the home 
side ahead for the first time in the match 
at 6-5, and miraculously becomes the 
fifth player in the match to have scored 
a brace and now on the cusp of a hat- 
trick. 

With approximately 6 minutes remain- 
ing on the clock, Kalifatidis puts the 
game beyond Magic’s reach and grabs 
his hat-trick and completing the remark- 
able 7-5 scoreline. 

Northcote coach Peter Tsolakis com- 
mented after the match, “I think the 
goalkeepers will probably need counsel- 
ling. It must be said however, that both 
defences were an absolute shemozzle. It 
was attacking soccer by both teams and 
if ever the FFV wanted an advertisement 
for football in terms of getting people 
through the gate to watch a game of 
goals, then this was it.”

Tsolakis said, “For us, because we won 
it was fantastic. But we really need to 
talk about a few things defensively. The 
three points were important because it 
enables us to keep a gap between us and 
Altona. Now we are eight points away 
from them with seven games to go, and 
I would imagine it would make things a 
little bit more difficult for them to catch 
us. We’ve got to concentrate and try and 
scrounge a few more points to get away 
from that relegation zone. That’s really 
our aim as a club. I’m just happy we got 
the points, and for the fans they got to 
see plenty of goals. They paid $12 to see 
the match, so it worked out to be a dollar 
a goal!” 

Magic coach Becvinovski was also 
blown away with the match and the 
scoreline, “It was very stressful and ex- 
pected a lot more fight from my boys. It’s 
something that I’ve never seen before in 
soccer, but I think sometimes it better to 


win 1-0 or 2-0. If you’re going to hit the 
front a couple of times you’d expect the 
experienced players on the park to be 
able to control things and defend. Today 
was a letdown. Even though we scored 
five goals, you can’t expect to be happy 
with conceding seven goals.” 

After the final whistle was blown quite 
a number of spectators congregated in 
the bar to discuss what they had just 
seen. While the place was abuzz, most 
people were in shock and still trying to 
comprehend and absorb what they had 
just witnessed as attempts were made to 
try and recall any similar scorelines from 
seasons past. The best offering was from 
Kris Kalifatidis, ironically the father of 
hat-trick hero James. Kris remembered 
playing for South Melbourne against 
Ringwood Wilhelmina in 1974 when the 
score finished 7-7.

Heidelberg United has stunned 
Richmond with an emphatic 3-0 
victory over the league leaders at 
the Olympic Village this evening.

that was blocked away for a corner. 

In the 79th minute, Ederaro was almost 
gifted a goal when Gal’s throw after a 
gather fell at the feet of the Heidelberg 
player, but his shot sailed well over the 
bar.

Richmond 
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Socceroo hopes hang by a thread

The Socceroos are still in with 
a chance of progression to the 
last sixteen in the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup following a 1-1 draw 
with Ghana in their second 
Group match of the competi- 
tion. Pim Verbeek’s men how- 
ever need to defeat Serbia in 
their final match and hope that 
the result of the Ghana versus 
Germany clash also goes their 
way in order to progress. 

And, if that scenario is too occur, 
the Socceroos will need to do it with- 
out their star man as Harry Kewell 
became the second Australian to be 
sent off in this World Cup when he 
was dismissed for hand-ball on the 
goal line directly leading to Ghana’s 
equaliser from the penalty spot. 

Kewell’s dismissal soured any 
chance that Australia had off win- 
ning the match with their African 
opponents after the Socceroos had 
largely been in control of the game 
up until that decisive moment. 

Australia had begun the match in 
superb fashion after recalling Marco 
Bresciano, David Carney and Kewell 
into the starting line-up alongside 
Brett Holman who had come on as a 
late substitute in the opening defeat 
to Germany. And it was Bresciano 
and Holman who were at the centre 
of a dream start for the Socceroos as 
they took the lead inside of eleven 
minutes. 

Carl Valeri had started the move 
seeing his tremendous burst from 
midfield stopped rather agricultur- 
ally by Ghanaian defender Anthony 
Annan who felled the Canberra-born 
midfielder with a crude challenge. 
Bresciano sized up the free-kick be- 
fore unleashing a fierce drive which 
Richard Kingson in the Ghana goal

failed to hold, spilling the ball into 
the path of the onrushing Holman 
who coolly side-footed into the roof 
of the net via Kingson’s left glove. 

It was the perfect start for Australia 
who knew that a loss would end their 
World Cup ambitions, but Ghana, 
who had defeated Serbia 1-0 in their 
first match, suddenly came to the fore 
stringing together some click passes 
which ended with Andre Ayew see- 
ing his shot superbly blocked by Lu- 
cas Neill. 

Neill repeated the feat moments 
later when the ever-dangerous Asa- 
moah Gyan burst into the penalty 
area only to see his effort turned 
away by Neill, sliding to cover. From 
the resultant corner though, disaster 
struck. 

Luke Wilkshire and Brett Emerton 
looked to have the danger covered 
as Ayew attempted to cross from 
the right hand flank. However, after 
dispossessing the Ghanaian winger 
Wilkshire dallied and Ayew recov- 
ered to skip inside the Dynamo Mos- 
cow player and step outside Emerton 
before cutting the ball back into the 
path of Jonathan Mensah. The de- 
fender, only in the team due to the 
unavailability of namesake John 
Mensah, struck a shot goalwards 
that seemed certain to end in the net 
only to be inadvertently stopped by 
Kewell’s upper arm. 

Italian referee Roberto Rosetti had 
no hesitation in awarding the penalty 
and following the letter of the law 
in dismissing Kewell for denying a 
clear goalscoring opportunity. Gyan, 
who had struck the winner against 
Serbia from the spot, repeated the 
trick easily sending spot-kick hero 
Mark Schwarzer the wrong way, 
slotting into the corner to level the 
scores. 

While Australia looked to regroup 
Ghana sensed a chance to take the ini- 


tiative. Firstly Prince Tagoe dragged 
a shot wide when well placed before 
Kevin-Prince Boateng advanced, 
cut outside and drilled a low right- 
foot shot that Schwarzer did well to 
dive and push away to safety past his 
right post. 


A poor challenge on Bresciano by 
Lee Addy saw the midfielder booked 
when a harsher punishment could 
well have been dished out before the 
half time whistle sounded with the 
teams locked at 1-1. 

Playing the entire second forty-five 
minutes with only ten men did not 
deter Australia in the slightest from 
their main mission, which was to se- 
cure all three points if possible. As 
expected though Ghana threatened 
more as they dominated possession 
but were reduced to tentative long- 
range efforts that rarely threatened 
the Socceroos defence. The main 
protagonist was goalscorer Gyan 
who more than once tried his luck 
from distance. 

Prince-Boateng went close from a 
shot that skewed wide whilst Gyan 
skinned Moore before firing over 
a low cross that just eluded the ad- 
vancing Asamoah who stretched but 
failed to make contact. 

Amazingly it was Australia who 
made the more clear cut openings 
with Scott Chipperfield heading over 
a tough chance seconds after coming 
on as a substitute for Bresciano. 

And it was Verbeek’s team who 
should have won the match wasting 
a gilt-edged chance to claim all three 
points in the 71st minute. Chipper- 
field intercepted a poor clearance 
and fed a delightful pass through to 
an unmarked Wilkshire inside the 
Ghana penalty area. Wilkshire took 
a touch on the turn but dawdled on 
his choice of finish and ended up fir- 
ing straight at Kingson’s body as the

Ghana had their chance to win it in 
stoppage time when Quincy Owusu- 
Abeyie, who had come on for Tagoe, 
fired a shot goalwards that Schwarzer 
palmed over the crossbar to keep 
both parity and Australian dreams of 
a second round place alive. 


AUSTRALIA 


Made a couple of fine saves 
and could not be faulted for letting in a well-taken 
penalty. One of several improvers from the Ger- 
many game. 

Maybe it's harsh to judge a 
player on one incident, but if he had have taken the 
several chances he had to clear the ball or even 
just knock it out on the cross that led to Ghana’s 
penalty and Harry Kewell's red card, the game 
could have been so different. Offered nothing go- 
ing forward in the first half, but was slightly better 
towards the end of the game. 

Responded to justifiable criticism 
after his woeful performance against Germany 
with a vastly improved effort. Neill marshalled the 
defence well, making several vital tackles and 
interceptions and helping to create a few decent 
attacking thrusts with his assured passing coming 
out of defence. 

Certainly improved on his last 
game and his performances in the friendlies, where 
it seemed sure his time had passed him by. Still 
looked off the pace and somewhat error-prone, but 
made up for it with several vital interventions, often 
helping out to cover the mistakes of David Carney. 

Ghana rightly decided Carney 
was a weak-link in the Australian side and targeted 
him in the first half, exposing him several times. 
Ghana did that less so after half-time though as 
Carney did improve. For an attacking full-back, he 
provided no forward drive. 

It's becoming clear he isn’t up to 
international standard anymore. Backed up a poor 
effort against Germany with a performance where 
he regularly gave the ball away and didn’t shield 
the back four. 

Played the Vince Grella role from 
Germany 2006 perfectly, much better than Grella 
could now. Worked tirelessly to stop counter-attacks 
and win the ball back for Australia, especially in the 
final 20 minutes when Australia were pushing for an 
equaliser. Will be a vital part of the Socceroos team 
in the next qualifying campaign. 

Offered little on the right wing, 
with his crossing disappointing and his inability to 
join in promising attacks frustrating. 

Brett Holman: 8 — Backed up an impressive effort 
against Germany with another great performance, 
where he was one of Australia’s better players and 
scored Australia’s goal with a calm finish. Worked 
incredibly hard after Kewell was sent off and had to 
be replaced for fresh legs after 67 minutes. 

For a player renowned for 
being dangerous on the ball, his foot skills let him 
down far too often. Was involved in some good 
attacking moments for Australia, especially in the 
first half, but never bothered to track back and help 
Carney. 


Was one of Australia’s best 
players in the short period he was on the pitch, 
and looked like he was going to make the attack 
formidable throughout the match. The sending off 
was the correct call, but it’s impossible to blame 
Kewell for a reflex action. 

Had some decent mo- 
ments going forward after coming on as a substi- 
tute, but wayward passing and inability to finish a 
couple of good chances let him down. 

Australia looked more danger- 
ous when he was on the pitch, with his late inclu- 
sion seeming to give its attack a real structure. Far 
too often he simply ran into opponents and gave 
away obvious free-kicks though. 

Barely noticeable in a 
substitute appearance for the final seven minutes. 
Having to bring him on for late attacking life is 
surely one of Australia’s main shortfalls. 


Had a couple of decent 
saves later in the game, but his poor effort on the 
free-kick, which he parried straight to Brett Holman 
was at fault for Ghana going a goal down. 

Asolid performance from a squad 
player drafted into the starting XI as a centre back 
due to unavailability of others. 

Jonathan Mensah: 6 — Looked incredibly comfort- 
able for a 19-year-old, is the sort of young defender 
Australia would love to have. Could use a bit more 
urgency at times though. 

Clearly lacked the ability to ad- 
equately judge through balls, although he did make 
some decent interventions. 

Astute defensively and danger- 
ous with his wide runs, one of Ghana’s better 
players. 


It's amazing someone 
who played 87 minutes could do so little. Lacked 
urgency and crossed poorly. 

Played the defensive midfield 
role admirably, working hard and stopping some 
promising counters for Australia. Looked comfort- 
able on the ball too. 

A vital part of every good attack 
Ghana had. Australia had no way to limit his 
impressive effort. 

Had plenty of involvement, but 
none of it was good. Shot poorly several times and 
wasted good chances for Ghana with poor passes 
or touches. 

Had one great chance to 
put Ghana in front, but was unconvincing in the first 
half and laconic in the second, seeing him taken off. 

Arguably Ghana’s best player, 
always looked dangerous with the ball at his feet, 
made promising runs and worked harder than many 
of his teammates. 

Australia could 
breathe a sigh of relief every time he touched 
the ball after coming on with 34 minutes left, as a 
horrible long-distance shot was almost always to 
follow. 

Not his best effort, but still 
looked dangerous at times in a cameo role. Needed 
to get forward more though. 

Didn't have time to have any 
real impact. 
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he Westfield Matildas braved one 

of their toughest ever encoun- 
ters to beat DPR Korea on penal- 
ties and win the 2010 AFC Women’s 
Asian Cup. 

On their second attempt for Asia’s big- 
gest football prize the Westfield Matildas 
defied a rain-soaked and humid Chengdu 
night and a rapidly deteriorating pitch to 
become the first Australian team to win the 
Asian Cup. 

Following a tense opening 19 minutes 
of end-to-end football, Westfield Matildas’ 
youngster Sam Kerr opened the scoring 
when Clare Polkinghorne played in a di- 
agonal ball and, beating the offside trap, 
Kerr guided the ball past the DPR Korea 
goalkeeper Hong Myong Hui. 

The goal allowed Australia to increase 


their possession and with boosted con- 
fidence began to play the ball more and 
wrestle back control of the game from a 
DPR team that started the stronger. 

DPR Korea looked dangerous on the 
break and with extra numbers out wide 
managed to overlap Australia on the right 
and put in some dangerous crosses but the 
Koreans failed to put the finishing touch 
on them. 

With the game ebbing and flowing 
between the two teams attacking raids 
the Westfield Matildas’ Servet Uzunlar 
and Kim Carroll ensured the Australian’s 
would go to the break with the advantage 
with the pair a constant presence for the 
Westfield Matildas. 

Late in the half and a delightful ball 
from Collette McCallum allowed Kate 
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Gill to turn with her first touch and found 
space to shoot with the ball just flying over 
the DPR goal. 

The second half began much the same 
as the first ended with both teams fighting 
for every ball and every inch on the sparse 
and gravelly surface. 

In the 59th minute Garriock did some 
dancing on the ball before cuting it back to 
Elise Kellond-Knight whose driven cross 
found the head of Polkinghorne but her 
powerful header was just off target. 

Minutes later and Sam Kerr was free 
down the right but her ball into the box 
rose too high for Gill to get the header and 
create the two goal buffer Australia so des- 
perately wanted. 

Despite some excellent short passing 
from the DPR side, their final ball was

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consistently lacking. 

Australia looked to be in a perilous po- 
sition in the 70th minute when Yun Hyon 
Hi got clear of the Australian defense only 
for the impeccable Westfield Matildas 
goalkeeper Melissa Barbieri to stand tall 
and make a fantastic save low to her left to 
keep the score at 1-nil. 

Moments later and DPR Korea came 
at the Australian’s again with Ra Un Sim 
beating Kellond-Knight into the box with 
her shot crashing into the side netting. 

However DPR Korea could not be 
stopped, and with their momentum build- 
ing a curling ball in from the right found 
the head of Jo Jun Mi who placed her 
header into the far corner of Barbieri’s 
goal to level the scores. 

Australia replied almost immediately 


with McCallum’s perfect through ball 
finding Polkinghorne who, with the keeper 
to beat, could not find the target. 

Head Coach Tom Sermanni, revealing 
freshly darkened hair for the first time in 
the tournament, replaced the impressive 
Sam Kerr with Kyah Simon hoping that 
the fresh striker could bring some life to 
the Australian attack. 

With eight minutes to go in normal time 
the rain started to plummet down making 
the already smog filled pitch look like a 
bad day in Barnsley. 

With four minutes of time added on, 
Australia received another scare with the 
ball coming in from the left and Un Sim’s 
header going just wide of the target. 

By the beginning of extra time the 
Chengdu Sports Center pitch was a boggy 
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mire making the ground almost impossible 
to play football on. 

Aivi Luik and Kylie Ledbrook came on 
during extra time for Collette McCallum 
and Elise Kellond-Knight who had both 
run themselves into the ground, producing 
strong performances to bolster the West- 
field Matildas core. 

DPR hit the post late on but the scores 
remained level. 

The biggest scare for the Westfield Mat- 
ildas came late in the second half of injury 
time when the ball held up too much for 
Barbieri in the muddy conditions and her 
clearance cannoned off Hyon Hi and just 
wide of the Australian goal. 

With the match level at the end of full- 
time the game headed for penalties. 

DPR Korea took first honours in the pen-

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alty shootout and struck with purpose. 
Australia followed up with Shipard hit- 
ting the target leveling the scores again. 

DPR Korea handed the Westfield Mat- 
ildas their biggest chance when Yun Song 
Mi missed to the right leaving the match 
open which the Aussies grabbed with both 
hands, sinking the remainder of their at- 
tempts with Gill, Garriock and Ledbrook 
finishing with complete composure. 

Kyah Simon was left with the honours 
of securing a historic victory and stepped 
up to slot the ball into the top right send- 
ing the Westfield Matildas team into wild 
celebrations. 

“T think this would be the best highlight 
of my career so far,” said Tom Sermanni. 

“With this group of girls and the lead-up 
we had this is just a fantastic result.
